•demy, Charlottetown. His business

It was about forty years ago that a 
meeting of the friends of McGill was 
being held In the Eraser Institute to 
see what could be done towards at- 
tending to the University's need for 
funds. Dr. S. E. Dawson, afterwards 
King's Printer at Ottawa, was chair' 
man. Away in a back seat, looking 
as if his greatest desire In life was to 
escape observation, sat Mr. William 
C. Macdonald. Although less wealthy 
than at the time of his death, he was 
then reported to be enormously rich. 
Before tho close of the meeting, Mr. 
S. E. Dawson left the chair and' step- 
ping over to the side of Dr. Dawson, 
the principal of McGill, and afterwards 
Sir William Dawson, said: "Dr. Daw. 
son, do you see that gentleman sitting 
on one of the back benches near the 
door." "Yes," replied the principal, 
"who is he?" "That," said tho pub- 
lisher, "is Mr. William Macdonald, the 
wealthy tobacconist. If you could only 
Interest him in the University there 
Is no tolling what he might do for It." 
Acting upon this hint the man of edu- 
cation asked to be introduced to the 
man of wealth. Dr. Dnwson appeal- 
ed with such effect to Mr. Macdonnld, 
that the heart of the millionaire warm- 
ed and his purse opened. There soon 
came a cheque for $30,000. That was 
how the muniflclent series of gifts 
from McGill's greatest benefactor be- 
gan. 

The cheque for $30,000 was followed 
by many others for larger and smaller 
denominations. Long before Sir Wil- 
liam Peterson, came to McGill as 
principal. Sir William, then plain Mr. 
Macdonald, had done a lion's share in 
building up the university, notably In 
building and equipping the magnifi- 
cent engineering and physics build- 
ings and establishing endowment funds 
for the same. In the very report that 
records the coming of Sir William 
Peterson is to be ,ound the name of 
Sir William Macdonald, as the donor 
of the observatory site, besides vari- 
ous large sums of money for diverse 
purposes. In 1890 his name again fig- 
ured large In the list of donations, his 
chief gifts to the university In that 
year being $150,000 for the mainten-

hearted munificence (Applause). Mr. 
Macdonald has devoted u large fortune 
to McGill, a university which com- 
menced as a provincial Institution, and 
has now through the excellence of Its 
organization risen to a national Insti- 
tution. He has devoted this fortune 
to the public benefit with a rare mod- 
esty and with no doslre for reward. 
(Applause). Ho did not seek for fame; 
his only idea and the only reward 
which he thought It possible to look 
forwurd to was the pleasure of wit- 
nessing the success of the Institution 
which he thought could do so much 
good to his country. I congratulate 
you on possessing such a citizen as 
Mr. Macdonald, and I feel sure that 
unambitious, as he himself is for pub- 
lic honor, all his fellow countrymen 
will welcome the recognition of his 
very great public services. (Cheers). 
The Queen has been pleased to confer 
upon Mr. Macdonald the honor of 
knighthood. (Renewed cheering. I 
feel sure that Canada will welcome 
this as an honor bestowed upon Can- 
ada itself. Not only Mr. Macdonald's 
fellow- citizens, but the nation of 
Canada as a whole will be proud of 
It, and I hope hejwlll allow me, as the 
representative of the Queen, to be 
the first to congratulate him upon re- 
ceiving It. Mr. Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, has also 
asked me to convey to Mr. Macdonald 
his congratulations, and his great ap- 
preciation of Mr. Macdonald's benevo- 
lent gifts to this great University. I 
now declare the new building open, 
and I am sure that all present will 
Join with me in the wish that Mr. Mac- 
donald may live long to see the suc- 
cess of the institution to which he has 
so nobly contributed." (Applause). 

One of Sir William's most useful 
donations to the University was that 
of tho Joseph property on Sherbrooke 
street, adjoining the University 
grounds, which had been purchased by 
speculators with a view to the érec- 
tion of an hotel. At that time (1909) 
the University was financially embar- 
rassed and unable of itself to make a 
purchase of the property. As had 
been the case so often before, SlrWH- 



came to the rescue, and after pur 
chasing the property for a sum In 
the neighborhood of $125,000, present- 
ed It to the University. 

The Board of Governors, upon the 
receipt of this gift, put Itself on re. 
cord as follows, in part: — 

"The board furtherjfesolves to place 
on record an" expression of its deep 
Indebtedness to Sir William Macdon 
aid for supplying the money needed at 
a time when the University itself was 
without funds to effect the purchase. 
In this act of munificence, his col- 
leagues on the board find fresh evi 
dence of Sir William's constant care 
for the interests of a University for 
which he has alreadji done so much 
and also of bis "ÎSJIh In the future 
which lies before McGill as the most 
representative institution of the Eng 
lUh-speaking minority' in the city and 
province. 

"In the opinion of the board, nothing 
Sir William has ever done will so 
endear him to the friends of tho Uni 
vcrslty, Including every graduate, as 
his prompt and successful opposition 
to a movement which, however unau 
jectlonablu in itself, could not have 
been carried out on the lines proposed 
without the gravest prejudice to the 
best interests of McGill University, 

A Friend of the Students. 

The student body always found a 
firm friend In Sir William. This 
was evidenced in no uncertain man 
ner by tho erection and furnishing of 
the Students' Union by him at a cost 
of approximately $219,119. This was 
after the erection of such a building 
had been proposed and a canvass 
among the graduates hod been com 
menced. The funds rulsed from among 
the graduates were converted Into an 
endowment when Sir William volun- 
teered to bear tho entire expense of 
erecting and equipping tho building, 
which at that time was the only one 
of Its kind in Canada, and which has 
been the clubhouse of thousands of 
McGill men since Its erection In 1907. 
Although he was rarely seen by mem- 
bers of the student body except at 
convocation, it was the late Sir Wil- 
liam's practice, before the infirmities 
of old age rendered It an impossibil- 
ity, to take frequent walks through 
the grounds, about which were reared 
on every side monuments to his gen- 
erosity. Especially was it "his delight 
to walk Into the tTnSjni unexpectedly, 
watch the students. at billiards and en- 
quire into the success of the opera- 
tions of the building. He always dis- 
played the keenest Interest In tho 
welfare of the students and of their 
place of recreation, and it Is record- 
ed that he expressed great pleasure 
when he remarked any small im- 
provement In the building or its 
surroundings, such as the plac- 
ing of turf in the rear of the Union. 
His visits to the Union were made re- 
gularly once a month. 

How vast were his donations to Mc- 
Gill It would be hard to say. Never 
was there a fund raised in support 
of the University to which he was not 
a contributor, many times anonymous- 
ly. The recorded gifts to McGill reach 
a value of well over $10,000,000; but 
there were many smaller oneB which 
havo gone unrecorded. A list fol-

His is a splendid record. He got his 
B.A. in 1909, and graduated with hon- 
ours from Theology In 1912, being tho 
valedictorian of his year. After grad- 
uation ho accepted a charge in the 
'West, In which he succeeded so well 
that in three months the mission field 
he undertook loecâme self-supporting. 
He was called back to the "Y" In 
1913, and has since-' acted as General 
Secretary, assisted by Prank B. Com. 
mon in 1913-14, Howard Nichols in 
1914-15, and K. P. Tsolainos in 1916- 
17. ■ 

Corbett justified the high hopes 
placed in him at the time of his ap- 
pointment. His one aim was to be a 
help to the young men at the Uni-

"I am suro I may say that the ses- 
Islon which opens to-day is likely to 
be a memorable one," said Sir Wil- 
liam Peterson to McGill Daily Satur- 
day. "The enemy is beginning to show 
signs of weakening, and if the end 
is not yet at hand, our fighting men 
are certainly making great strides to. 
wards the desired goal. Within a year 
year from now we ought to be cele- 
brating a victorious poace. Mean- 
while, let us 'carry on' at McGill, de- 
voting ourselves to work and study, 
but bearing always in our hearts the 
splendid fellows who are fighting our 
battles for us and for Canada and for 
the world." 

"I cordially wolcome all students 
who are entering the Faculty of Arts 
this Session, and also those who are 
resuming their courses in Arts," said 
Dr. Charles E. Moyse, Dean of the 
Faculty of Arts, "They will, I am con- 
fident, be true to the best traditions 
of the University. In a war in which 
evory young man who can possibly 
do so, ought to servo, they will, I 
am sure, strivo to do their part .' in 
maintaining the splondid record of 
McGill, both in honour of her dead and 
as an inspiration to those of her- 
sons who are nobly fighting on in the 
most sacred of all her causes — the 
upholding of the liberty of peoples." 

"The opening of this Session finds 
us at the beginning of the fourth year 
of the Great War," said Dr. Adams, 
Dean of the Faculty of Science. 
"Eleven million persons have already 
laid down their lives In tho hercu. 
lean struggle. The result of this con- 
flict will determine whether freedom 
and all that free peoples hold most 
dear shall remain upon the earth — or on 
it will depend the course of develop- 
ment if. human society, for decades, if 
no's lor centuries. 

"McGill men have playod thoir part 
nobly on the field of battlo. Those 
of us who remain at the University 
must face the situation this yoar with I 
a determination to do our duty here at 
homo, by hard work and harder think- 
ing, in preparation for the future, 
whether it be of continued war or if, 
it may be, a yet more searching 
peace." 

"You ask me for a foreword to the 
coming session," said R. W. Lee, M.A., 
Dean of the Faculty of Law. "To-day 
there is but one foreword to the ac- 
tivities of every good Canadian. It is 
'Win the War.' Until that is done, it 
is vain for me to apeak of the great 
future which I confidently anticipate 
for the Dominion, for the University, 
and (may I add?) for my own Fac. 
ulty." 

"In tho Faculty of Medicine," said 
Dr. A. D. Blackader, Acting Dean, 
"work in the various departments will 
commence on Tuesday, without any 
formal opening. From present appear- 
ances the number of students will show 
a slight Increase on that of the past 
two years. There is little change to 
bo noted in the teaching staff. Several 
members of the junior staff have been 
ualled by the Government to take up 
special examining work, but the Fac- 
ulty will use every legitimate means 
to onsure as little disturbance as pos- 
sible in tho already heavily taxed 
corps of clinical teachers. In the 
junior years no changes of import-, 
tance have been made in the curricu- 
lum. In the fourth year most of the 
didactic lectures in medicine and sur- 
gery will be replaced by clinical lec- 
tures in the hospital. The number of 
didactic lectures on therapeutics are 
to be lessened — and in the third year 



are to be replaced by clinical lec- 
tures. The students of the fifth 
year have been working in the hospi- 
tals for tho past six weeks. It la in. 
tended that teaching for them will 
cease about the end of March. And 
the successful ones be graduated in. 
the beginning of April, in time to take 
up military work and cross in early 
spring. 

"During the past summer the Mont- 
real College of Pharmacy has been 
absorbed into the Faculty of Medi- 
cine. Mr. Moore, the former Dean of 
the College, will take charge of the 
teaching of Materia Medica and Phar- 
macy, while Chemistry and Botany 
will be systematically taught under 
tho direction of tho Professor of 
these important subjects. It is hoped 
that under the direction of a Com- 
mittee of the Faculty, pharmaceuti- 
cal students will receive such a prac- 
tical and comprehensive training, a s 
will rnsure to all our licentiate's in 
Pharmacy a standing second to none." 

Up to the moment of going to press 
the total registration figures In the 
various faculties were as given be-

verslty, and no ono enjoyed their 
trust and confidence more than he. All 
tho departments of the "Y" were at 
their best under him, What ho left 
às a lasting monument of work and 
success, however, above all his other 
accomplishments is tho McGill Y. M. 
C. A. Branch ho established In Bou- 
logne, France. When tho No. 3 McGIIl 
Hospital, under Col. Blrkett, C.B., 
left Montreal In May, 1915, for the 
front, a number of McGill men, mem- 
bers of the "Y" wero ready to go with 
the unit and assist their fellow stu- 
dents as voluntary "Y" workers. So 
great has been the success which 
crowned the efforts of Corbett and 
his associates that the McGill Field 
Branch Y.M.C.A., In Boulogne was 
pronounced by the Natlon«,l British 
Secretary as tf.ie best "Y" at the front. 

Mr. Corbett did not know definitely 
wheh he left for England with what 
special "Y" branch he was to be em- 
ployed. But we hope t .at ho will at 
least pay a short visit to our Field 
Branch in Boulogne, and witness per- 
sonally the great work which ho was 
Instrumental in stu-Ung in 1915. 
I McGill Y.M.C.A. has lost a big 
iman. It has the satisfaction of know- 
ing, however, that he has gone to do 
a still larger work at the front. But 
|beforo "Ed." left ho made sure to 
leave his work In safe hands. Mr. 
•Donald MacLeod was recommended 
by him as his successor, and the se- 
llection has once more justified Cor- 



bctt's unique talent of getting the 
right men to do the right work. 

Donald MacLeod comes from Blp- 
ley, Ontario. He took a four year 
course in Arts in McGill, and entered 
the Presbyterian College \n 1912, grad- 
uating In 1915. During tho last five 
years of his course, and since gradua- 
tion "Don" has been pastor of the 
Rosemount Presbyterian Church. Mc- 
Leod Is well known among the stu. 
dents, and numbers a host of friends 
in McGill. He has already proved the 
man Corbett recommended him to be, 
and the "Y" considers Itself fortun- 
ate in being able to secure him.

hard to see what there is to he done by a man who has been reject- 
ed, let us say, for some physical defect. One can, of course, always 
explain that one is obtaining an education which will afterwards 
prove of value to the country. Yet somehow this does not seem a 
satisfactory part to be playing, if we do nothing more. 

No, the real duty that lies before us is a larger one. We must 
give. By giving is not meant only the sending over of money for 
patriotic purposes or the buying of tags for the benefit of a Red 
Cross Fund. These are only a small part of what we can do to help 
on our cause. What is needed just now even more than their money 
is sympathy, a feeling of cohesion and co-operation among all the 
men of the nation. Without the existence of this feeling, our efforts ^Fourth Year 
are largely wasted. And note that by sympathy wc do not mean 
the sickly sentimentality that is always ready to gush forth without 
cause. This and everything like it constitute somethiug«hat has al- 
ways been allowed to college men of the right kind. But in a hun- 
dred little ways we can show the men who are are doing the hardest 
task of all for their Empire that we are with them and that all the 
right thinking men, at least, are united in their effort. 

We have a splendid body of representatives at the front. Let us 
agree to show ourselves worthy of their companionship, that when 
they return they may not be ashamed to shake our hands.

For. well-nigh a century this city and this season have seen the 
gathering together of young men for the purpose of study and train- 
ing. McGill 's halls and campus have witnessed ninety-five sessions, 
and this week makes another term's work under way. In the past 
the academic year has always had its excitement, its thrills arid to 
some extent its problems. Each year has held for its own particular 
generation lof students, something of the zest and spirit of college 
life. But for the most part, these things have been individual. The 
University as a whole, as a corporate body, has seldom, if ever, ex- 
perienced the same deep and stirring emotioris'.that have moved her 
to such heroic efforts as the last three years have brought forth; and 
never has our Alma Mater opened her halls of learning tto such a 
serious and thoughtful body of undergraduates. It' is well that such 
is the case, and we would not have it otherwise. 
% The first year of the Great War saw McGill much disturbed, but 
not at all perplexed. With the courage of their convictions strong 
within them, our leaders among the students and on the staff em- 
phasized the duty of the student to his country, as well as to his 
Alma Mater, and demonstrating their exhortations by. the manly 
quality of their own deeds, they have gone forward into a sphere of 
activity far removed from their customary occupations. For those 
left behind the picture of our professors as leaders in the profession 
of ( arms, requires no small power of imagination. Nevertheless, it 
Ai actual, and we are justly proud of those who have gone. The 
second year of the conflict saw much less excitement in University 
circles, and probably much more accomplished in real work and 
sacrifice. Our college had found her place in the world struggle, 
ahd although the ordinary course of study was not seriously inter- 
rupted, much greater stress wis put on the military side of the stu- 
dent's work. It is probable, however, that during the last year, Mc- 
Gill, in common with all Canada, has learned in a fuller and sadder 
,jway, the meaning of self-sacrifice which our part in the war has 
involved. When the sons of old McGill go forth surrounded by the 
ïîare and glamour of a great adventure, the sensation is not at all 
to be compared with that which wc feel when they return to, us 
• 'maimed and broken. Or it may be that the manly spirit who went so 
.proudly to his duty has gone so nbbly to his death. Losses such as 
have been ours cannot help but sober the mass as well as the individ- 
, ,ual. Therefore, it is to a University, made serious by reflection and 
saddened by a sense of unreality, that we. return this Fall. 

Those who come for the first time will have formed conceptions 
of college life which will be entirely lacking in their actual experi- 
ence. Yet disappointment must not be allowed the smallest place in 
the college man's feclngs. If there is an evident lack, if college docs 
not meet all one's expectations, we must labour all the more dili- 
gently, that the vacancies left by the boys overseas may not be too 
rrrpatJX. felt. Wc must strive to fill one definite vacant place. If 
wa cannot- aid in the destruction of Praia s an Militarism we can at 
laaat help in the construction of a baiter and stronger Canada; and 
-the best way of helping our country is by being the best student or 
the best- teacher that is 1 possible in the given circumstances. College 
activities may be at low ebb, but that is all the more reason for real 
men arid great efforts. None of us can afford to be known as 
'/knockers." Wc.must find our niche just as has our University. 
We must double and triple our efforts that the evident deficiencies 
be riot, too apparent. In service wc will find our reward. The two 
are reciprocal. Let us eacli one determine that our share of the re- 
aponsibility will be shouldered not as' a burden or a sacrifice, but as 
bur greatest privilege, and as a contribution to the cause for which 
Allies are fighting. 
Not in a spirit of pessimism or doubt, but as men prompted by 
nigh idoals and noble aspirations, wc will endeavour to make this 
jear a banner one. Every student is a factor and every service a 
help. We have a part to play, and if for the time being we must re- 
main students, it is as students of McGill University that wc can and 
wjll" play the game."

The McGill Daily to-day enters upon the seventh year of its ex- 
istence as the only College Daily in the Dominion of Canada. Dur- 
ing these past six years the Daily, as was natural, was subjected to 
numerous trying losses and reverses; but despite all has thrived, and 
the latter years of its history have been marked with a phenomenal 
development. During its primeval stage the Daily was regarded 
more or less as a joke by those in authority. A sheet which was tol- 
erated but which, to seriously peruse, was beneath the dignity of a 
member of the Faculty. But the past three years have been char- 
acterized by a marked acquisition of prestige, and influence which is 
more than satisfactory. The Daily has, in proving itself virtually a 
newspaper, gained both the respect and serious consideration of 
both students and University authorities. 

As a medium between the student body and the academic and 
social activities of the University, we are disposed to believe that 
the Daily has attained indispcnsibility. The purpose of the McGill 
Daily has been, and is, to impartially, correctly and faithfully keep 
before the eyes of the undergraduates and graduates the news which 
vitally concerns and interests them. To this end the Daily has been 
striving, we are proud and gratified to believe, not unsuccessfully. 

The excellent progress which the Daily has made during the 
past three years is all the more worthy of remark when we con- 
sider the ravages which have periodically depleted the staff. Time 
and again the ranks have been discouragingly shattered. However, 
despite these very material losses, and in spite of the general spirit 
of depression which has more or less prevailed to the detriment of 
student activities, the Daily has forged ahead. This not-to-*be-expect- 
ed progressiveness is, prima facie, incompatible with the obstacles and 
difficulties which have confronted the Daily. However, a more in- 
timate acquaintance with the circumstances of the case utterly dis- 
pel every incompatibility. Opposing the apparently unsurmountable 
barriers, wc see aggressive and determined endeavour, coupled with 
self-sacrifice and tenacity of purpose. Those who established and 
constructed the Daily, as well as those who guided its progress, 
spared neither labour nor self-interest, and to them the Daily owes 
its present influence and prestige. 

To-day, however, the McGill Daily enters upon the seventh year 
of its history, with scarcely a remnant of its former staff. We arc 
faced with greater arid more serious problems than have in recent 
years confronted us. And yet even in spite of these apparently al- 
inost insurmountable difficulties, are we~to "back down," and 
allow the Daily— heretofore the pride of McGill— to sink into decay 
and oblivion! Wc are confident that such a course would not for 
a moment be acquiesced in or tolerated by the student body. But 
the Daily, in order to be sustained and maintained, MUST have new 
blood. Wc therefore— and we speak now particularly to those who 
enter the halls of McGill for the first time— look to you and the un- 
dergraduates as a whole to furnish the support necessary for the 
successful publication of the Daily. Do not regard the connecting 
of yourself with the Daily Staff as purely a self-sacrifice. Intimate 
association with the work of publication affords a good opportunity 
of acquiring a knowledge of newspaper work, and the ability to 
write concise, straightforward English. Above all, remember that 
it is YOUR duty as well as YOUR privilege to help the furtherance 
of this ,onc of McGill's principal institutions.

The death of Capt Perclval Mol- 
son, B.A.. M.C., killed in action on 
July 4th, 1917, was the subject of a 
resolution expressing profound sorrow, 
passpd at a recent meeting of the Gov- 
ernors oftMcGlll University. It yas 
couched in the following terms: 

O! Captain Molson It may be said 
with truth that he was a McGill man 
from his youth up. His athletic prow- 
ess as an undergraduate gave him a 
reputation that extended over the 
whole continent of America. And as 
he had been a leader among students, 
hit as a graduate he wielded a far- 
reaching influence for good. Quite 
recently, and at a comparatively early 
age, he was chosen to serve as a 
member of the governing board, and 
the memory of his service in that 
capacity, marked as It was by the 
genuine modesty that was Ingrained 
tn him, as well as by -an earnest and 
whole-hearted Interest In everything 
that pertained to the well-being of 
the university, will always be appre- 
ciatively cherished by his sorrowing 
colleagues. The news of his gallant 
but untimely death touched their 
hearts, not only with the deepest feel- 
ings of personal sorrow, but also with 
a deep sense of regret that one who 
bade fair to become a great power for 
good in the community should have 
been so prematurely taken away. 

To the very end he was mindful of 
the Interests of the institution of 



which he had always been so bright 
an ornament, and the board desires)

HEAVY LOSSES SUFFERED Iff KILL DURING THE 




Nearly Fifty McGill Graduates, Undergraduates or 
Past Students Have Lost Their Lives on Active 
Service - With British Expeditionary Forces in 
France, Flanders and Macedonia. 

Sine» this publication suspended for the summer vacations, the cas- 
ualties suffered by former members of the University now on active ser- 
vice have been unduly aeverer owing, no doubt, to the bitterness of the 
fighting in which units of the Canadian Expeditionary Force, with which 
the majority of them are serving, have taken part. Every action in which 
Canadian troops' have taken part and most of tha offensive movements in 
which British regulars and territorials have participated, has resulted in 
further additions to the casualty list of tho University, the fatalities on 
which have now reached the numberof 204. 

Among the prominent McGill men who have lost their livei have been 
Major J. L. Dashwood, of the teaching staff of Macdonald Collage; Major J. 
A. Delancey, a member of tha original Students Council of 1909; Captain H. 
Donald Henry, sometime editor of McGill Daily; Capt. Percy Molson, M.C., 
a Governor of the University; Major H. C. Symmos, a graduate of tome 
years standing who enliated in South. Africa; Lieut. Kimball F. Keeping, 
formerly of the Students' Council; Lieut. C. Spurgeon McKeniie, alio a 
former member of the Council; Capt. F» Basaell Winter, who won tho mili- 
tary Cross with bar; and others.

KILLED IN ACTION. 

Allen, Flight Sub-Lieut., Hugh. — 

Flight Sub-Lieut. Hugh Allan, Arts 
"18, of the Royal Naval Air Service, 
was shot down in an aerial encounter 
on the Western front on July 6. Flight 
Sub-Lieut. Allan was the only son of 
Sir Montagu Allan, Montreal, and was 
born in this city on October 26, 1896. 
He attended Eton and In 1914 entered 
the class of Arts '18 as a partial stud- 
ent. When the 42nd Highland Bat- 
talion was raised, Flight Sub-Lieut. 
Allan, who held a commission In the 
5th Royal Highlanders of Canada, Join- 
ed It and went overseas. In England 
he was appointed to the Canadian 
Headquarters staff as an aide-de-camp, 
a position he relinquished early last 
summer to join the Royal Naval Air 
Service. Two of his sisters were lost 
In the sinking of the Lusitanla. Sir 
Montagu Allan is now engaged in work 
on the Canadian Tensions Board In 
London. 

Brown, 2nd Lieut. John 8. — Second 
Lieut. John Samuel Brown, killed In ac- 
tion on May 18, was the second member 
of his class, Medicine '17, to die on the 
field of battle. Shortly after war was 
declared, 2nd Lieut. Brown enlisted In 
No. 1 Canadian Field Ambulance 
then being recruited In Montreal and 
ultimately rose to the rank of staff 
sergeant. After almost two years on 
active service with No. 1 Field Am- 
bulance In France, he took out a com- 
mission in the Artillery, and was re- 
ported killed In action on May — , 
being then attached to a battery of 
the Royal Garrison Artillery. 2nd 
Lieut. Brown was for two years a mem- 
ber of Medicine '17, and was the second 
son of W. H. Brown, St. Foye road, 
Quebec, but was born in Port Hope, 
Ont., on November 16, 1890. In 1910 
2nd Lieut. Brown was graduated with 
honors from Bishop's College, Lcrinox- 
vllle, and for two years before coming 
to McGill he taught classics at Rothe- 
say Collegiate School, New Brunswick. 

Call, Captain G. W. — Captain George 
Walter Call, Arts.. '18, who fell at the 
head of his men In the fighting on the 
Arras front In May, was the son of W. 
B. Call, of Gait, Ont., and was born 
In Dundas, Ont., on May 31, 1888. Be- 
fore entering thé University of Tor- 
onto, Capt. Call was engaged as a 
teacher In the public schools of Gait. 
He spent two years at Toronto, and 
In 1915 entered Second Year Arts at 
McGill. Following the completion of 
the session he enlisted as a lieutenant 
In tho 111th South Waterloo battalion 
and went to ^France as a captain, 
with a western Ontario Infantry bat- 
talion. Capt. Call was studying to en- 
ter tho Presbyterian ministry. 

Christie, Lieut. J. H. H.— Lieut. John 
Hatchet Halllday Christie. Arts, '18, 
killed in action In April, Intended en- 
tering the Methodist ministry, nnd 
was a student of the Montreal, Wes- 
leyan College. He enlisted with a unit 
of tho Canadian Army Medici I 'Cor|)S 
and later secured a transfer with the 
rank of lieutenant of the Canadian 
Mounted Rifles. As such ho fell In 
the Canadian advance on the Vlmy 
front. Lieut. Christie was born In 
Glenavy, Ireland, on October 28, 1891, 
and was tho son of Mr. William' J. 
Christie, Ballynahinch, Ireland. ' * 

Clark, Capt. L. E.— Captain L?w!s 
Emerson Clark, Med. '13, of the Cun- 
adlan .Army Medical Corps, killed in 
action oii June 7, was serving in France 
with No. 2 Canadian Field Ambulance, 
which he Joined early In fie war. He 
was engaged In the practice of his 
profession at Vancouver before enlist- 
ment. Born at Ellsworth, Kansas, on 
December 21, 1888, he came to McGJIl 
In 1908 and was graduated In 1.913. 
From 1907-9 he was a memr.er of the 
staff of the Vancouver Tost Office. 
Capt. Clark was tho only eon of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. F. Clark, 865 Eighth 
avenue west, Vancouver, and went 
overseas In May, 1916. In the fol- 
lowing June ho became attached to a 
base hospital at Boulogne and finally 
Joined a Moplreal battalion ns Medi- 
cal Officer. He was Instantly killed by 
shcllflre while engaged' In his duties. 

Dashwood, Mapor John Lovel. — 

Killed In action In France on April 13, 
1917, was the eldest son of Mr. and Mrs, 
J. J. Dashwood, 484 Kingston road, 
Toronto, and- previous to enll*U\ment 
was assistant in English at Macdon- 
ald College. Originally Major Dasli- 
wood joined the Royal Flying Corps, 
but later transferred to the infantry, 
being wounded In August, 1916. At the 
time of his death he was Lewis gun 
officer of the 68th Battalion, C. E. F., 
and was killed In the tnklng of Vlmy 
Ridge. In June It was announced that 
Major Dashwood had been , awarded 
tho Military Cross. 



Davidson, Capt. D. A. L.— Captain 
Donald A. Leslie Davidson, .M.C., past 
student, of the Royal Flying Corps, 
who was killed in action on April 30, 
was born at Woolwich, England, or. 
October 6, 1891. He left his homo In 
London In 1908 and entcrod upon a 
double course In 'Arts and Science at 
McGill, In. the session 1909-10, ho 
was a student In the Faculty of Science 
alone. After leaving tho University, 
Captain Davidson was employed on 
the engineering staff of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway in the West, and soon 
after war was declared returned to 
England, volunteering' his services for 
the Royal Flying Corps. He was sta- 
tioned' in' Mesopotamia for some months 
and received the Military Cross for gal- 
lantry in dropping food for the be- 
leagured garrison in Kut. . At the same 



time he was badly wounded In an en- 
gagement with a Fokker, and while re- 
covering from his wounds he studied 
several European languages and acted 
as page of honor to Queen Alexandra. 
Ho was the elder son of the late 
Colonel L. Davidson, R.A., who died 
on active service in 1915, and of Lady 
Theodore Davidson, sister of the pre- 
sent Lord Albemarle, 

Davidson, 2nd Lieut, D. G. — Second 
Lieut. David Grant Davidson, Scl. '17, 
of the Royal Flying Corps, who was 
killed In action on August 21, was 
the son of Willlanf Davidson, 413 Met- 
calfe avenue, Montreal. MIe was born 
In Montreal on February 14, 1896, and 
In 1913 entered the Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science. In the eprlng of 1916, 
when McGill was asked to furnish a 
number of operators for service with 
the Divisional Signal Co., Lieut. Dav- 
idson offered his services and was ac- 
cepted. He served In France with 
the Divisional Signallers until he took 
out a commission In the Royal Fly- 
ing Corps. He had been In France 
for the second time since April, 1917. 

DeLancoy, Major James Arnold, M.C. 

— Scl. '09, was acting officer In com- 
mand of the 25th . Battalion, C. E. F., 
when he fell In the attack on Vlmy 
Ridge, late In April. He was first re- 
ported missing, believed killed, and on 
the discovery of his body on April 10, 
was reported killed. Interment took 
place at Neuville St. Vaast. Major De- 
Lnncey was a member of the original 
StudentB' Council of the University, 
and took a keen interest In under-' 
graduate affairs. Born at Mlddleton, 
N. S., he followed his studies there 
and was also engaged in educational 
work before coming to the University. 
In the summer of 1906 ho was on the 
staff of the Montreul High School 
nnd In 1906-07 was principal of Duf- 
ferln School. After, graduation Major 
DeLanccy was engaged In engineering 
work In Panama and lttter entered upon 
the practice of his profession In Van- 
couver, B.C. He 'went overseas with 
the 25th"as machine "gun officer, and 
later as captain and adjutant, was 
twice mentioned In despatches and 
twice wounded.' While captain on a 
brigade staff, he was awarded the Mili- 
tary Cross for services on the Somme 
and in February last was recalled to 
assume temporary command of his old 
battalion, In which position he lost 
his life on Eastern Monday. 

Derochie, 2nd Lieut, M. C— Second 
Lieut. Matthew Curtis Derochie, Med. 
'19, of the 27th Squadron, Royal Fly- 
ing Corps, missing -since July 14, is 
believed to have been killed on that 
idate. His father, Curtis P. Derochie, 
Cornwall, Ont., recently received a let- 
ter from Cox and Co., Bankers, Lon- 
don, stating that Second Lieut. De- 
rochie, was reported-, in a German 
newspaper as being killed in an air 
raid, while on Saturday last came a 

I letter from tho British War Office, 

Isaying "the name jf Second Lieut. C. 

IM. Derochie, R.F.C., who was report, 
ed missing on July 14, 1917, appears 
In a list of English air losses pub-, 
llshed by the Forddcutsche Allgemelne 
'Zeitung, on August 18, with the single 
remark 'dead' against It. This In- 
formation Is considered to be prob- 
ably correct, but will not be accepted 
officially till the lapse of a rather 
longer period." 

In October, 1916, Lieut. Derochie 
Joined the Flying Corps and the same 
monlh left for England to train and 
made, such a capable aviator that he 
vas given a chance to return to Am- 
erica as an aviation instructor, hut 
preferred to remain overseas and do 
his bit. In May last he went to France 
and took part in a number of success- 
ful raids, being finally brought down 

I in- German , territory on July 14. The 
late Lieut. Derochie was in his 22nd 
year, and at the time he enlisted was 
about to commence his third year In 
medicine at McGill, where he took an 
active part in college life, being on 
tho staff of the McGill Dally. He 
was -in his second year elected- presi- 
dent of his year. 

Gibbins. Lieut, G. G.— Lieut. Gwynn 
GlJbert Gibbins, Sci. '10, Arts '11, of 
the Royal Engineers, who was killed 
iri action with the Salonlkl forces, on 
July 26, was born In Leicester, Eng- 
land, on June 14, 1888, the son of Dr. 
Johnson Gibbins, now of Vancouver, 
B.C. He attended McGill College of 
British Columbia, and entered the 
.Faculty of Applied Science at McGill 
in his third year In 1908. In 1910 he 
secured his degree In Science and the 
following year was granted his degree 
In Arts. He also did post-graduate 
work' In Science In 1910-11, and re- 
ceived the degree of Master of Science 
in mi. • Lieut. Gibbins Joined the 
Royal Engineers In 1916, being at that 
time the Montreal representative of a 
large British mining concern. He was 
accldently wounded while, with his 
friend, Lieut. Eric BUllngton, exam- 
ining unexploded German shells In Jan- 
uary, 1916;- and upon recovery was sent 
to the Salonlkl front, where he was 
killed on July 26 last. 

Gordon, Capt. M. L. — Cap ( t. Màltland 
Lockhart Gordon, Scl. '08, Itllled In ac- 
tion on May 7, had been three times 
wounded on active service. He was 
tho son of W. H. Lockhart Gordon, 79 
Adelaide street east, Toronto, and af- 
ter being graduated from v the Royal 
Military College at Kingston, took the 
Sclenco course at McGill. When war 
was declared ho was a civil engineer 
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In Vancouver. He immediately Join- 
ed the Canadians and at Ypres was 
wounded. Later he transferred to the 
Gordon Highlanders and had been 
twice wounded. On' May 7 he was re- 
ported missing in a trench raid and 
In August was reported to have died 
on that date. 

Henry, Captain H. D. — Captain Hugh 
Donald Henry, Arts '14, who was kill- 
ed In action on August 16, at the tak- 
ing of H1U 70, was while a student at 
the University keenly Interested In 
student activities and served as as- 
sociate editor-in-chief of "McGill 
Daily" in 1913-14. He also was a 
leading member of the Students Or- 
chestra. Born in Montreal on January 
31, 1893, Capt. Henry was the eldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Henry,- 427 
Mackay street. He attended the 
Montreal High School, and In 1910 
entered the Faculty of Arts from which 
he was graduated in 1914. Capt. Henry 
then took a post-graduate course in 
theology at Westminster Hall, Van- 
couver, B.. C and in 1915 was or- 
dained to -the Presbyterian ministry. 
He was minister of the Vancouver 
Heights Presbyterian church when he 
enlisted; as a lieutenant in the 168th 
Battalion. He went overseas, with cap- 
tain's papers, In Novefnber, 1916, and 
after a month was drafted to the 7th 
Battalion in France, with which unit 
he served until killed. Capt, Henry was 
known throughout his division as "the 
Fighting Parson." 

McDougall, Lieut. C. H. — Lieut. 
Clarence Hobart McDougall, Scl. '06, 
fell during the fighting on the Arras 
front on May 4. He was born at South 
Maltland, N.S., on September 13, 1878, 
attended the local schools and In 1900 
entered the Faculty of Science. In 1905 
he was graduated in Mining Engin- 
eering- Previous to enlistment as a 
lieutenant in the Canadian Engineers, 
Lieut.

McKeniie, Lieut. C. S. — Lieut. 
Charles Spurgeon McKenzle, Arts '14, 
Med. '18, who was killed In actlç-n on 
May — , was a well known leader in 
undergraduate affairs during his per- 
iod ot ' the University. In athletics 
especially he made his mark and served 
as President of the Track Club with 
a seat on the Students Council, of 
1913-14. Born In Charlottetown, P. 
E. I., on January 18, 1892, Lieut. Mc- 
Kenzle attended Trince of WaleB Col- 
lege there and displayed marked abili- 
ty as a scholar. In 1911 he entered 
Second Yea-r Arts nnd In 1914 secured 
his Arts degree, at the same time con- 
tinuing his studies in Medicine. When 
No. 6 Field. Ambulance was organized 
in the winter of 1914-15, Lieut. Mc- 
Kenzle enlisted as a private and ulti- 
mately rose . to the rank of sergeant. 
Subsequently, he had an opportunity to 
return to McQllI to complete his 
course In Medicine, but instead . he 
chose to take out a commission in' fh'e 
Artillery arid attènded a course of 
training In England. He had only 
been a few months on thé firing line 
with the 4th Battery, C. F. A.j when 
he was killed. In action. Lieut. Mc- 
Kenzle lias two brothers also oh active 
service, Sergt. J. W. McKenzle, Med., 
'17, and Corp. T. C. McKenzle, Arts 
'17. He was a member of the Board 
of Directors of the McGIU Y. M. C .A., 
president of Arts '14, In its Junior year, 
and member of the track team In 
1911 and 1912 os a high Jumper. 

McLean, Lieut. W. J.— During the 
fighting in front of Vlmy In April, 
Lieut. William John McLean, Dent. 
'14, who was serving with an Eastern 
Ontario Battalion, was kllled'in action, 
Lieut. McLean came from Perth, Ont., 
where he was bom on February 26, 
1890, and In 1908 entered the Depart- 
ment of Dentistry at McGill, from 
which ho was graduated In 1914 with 
the degree of D.D.S. He was the son 
of David McLean, Perth. 

Maclean, Lieut, Donald.— The trench 
mortar bomb which killed Capt. Percy 
Molson, on July 4, was also responsible 
for the death of Lieut. Donald Mac- 
lean, past student, also of the P.P.C.L.I. 
Lieut. Maclean was born at Valley- 
field, Que.. September 18, 1890, but 
early In life removed with his par- 
ents to British Columbia. He was 
a student in First Year Arts at Mc- 
GIU in- 1912-13. In the spring of 1915, 
Lieut. Maclean came east and cn- 
lisifed as a private In the First Uni- 
versity Company, under Capt. Gregor 
Barclay. At the camp at Niagara-on- 
the-lake the same spring he was pro- 
moted to sergeant and-fdr ten months 
he served with .this rank, finally re- 
ceiving a commission for his good work 
at. the front. Lieut. Maclean, was a 
soldier .of splendid appearance and 
was an expert wrestler. He was 
the son of Roderick Maclean, Burn- 
aby, B. C. Lieut. Maclean was men- 
tioned in despatches a short time be- 
fore he met his death. 

Maison, Fit.- Lieut. D. H. — Flight - 
Lleutcnant Donald Howe Masson, 
past student of the Royal Naval Air 
Service, killed In action on April 21, 
was the son of Robert -Masson, of Ot- 
tawa,, and- one of three brothers In 
khaki. He was born In Ottawa on Aug- 
ust 26, 1889, attended Ashbury Col- 
lege and the Ottawa Collegiate In- 
stitute and spent two years In the 
Faculty of Science at McGill with the 
class of '12. Early In 1916 he decid- 
ed to enter the flying corps arid took 
a course at the Flying School at Dal- 
las, Texas, going overseas Immediate- 
ly. He had served for somo months 
at the front before being hit. As an 
athlete, Flight-Lieut. Masson possess- 
ed a considerable reputation. He was 
always interested in outdoor athletics 
and was proficient at football, baseball 
and hockey, besides being a swimmer 
of renown and the champion swimmer 
of the Britannia Boating x Club re- 
gattas for some years. . 



Molson, Capt. P., M.C— Captain Per- 
cival Molson, M.C, Arts '01. of the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry, who was killed- In action on 
July 4, was born at Cacouna, Quo.,

Major the Rev. James Smythe, Prin- 
cipal of the Wesleyan Theological 
College, and Dean of the Joint Theo- 
logical Faculties, returned from Eng- 
land last week. Major Smythe, who 
went overseas as senior chaplain of 
the Canadian Irish Rangers, returns 
after an interesting and varied ex- 
perience in England and at the front. 

After the dissolution ot the Irish- 
Canadian Rangers as a unit. Major 
Smythe was actively engaged in work 
In England. During the four months 
Hpent In the Old Country the Major 
found time to visit and investigate

the old homes and relics of many ot 
England's literary nobles. He was 
all through Dr. Johnson's house, saw 
the very room In which the famous 
Dictionary was edited, and investigat- 
ed the many interesting things con- 
nected with the brill Ian f old- author. 
The home of Goldsmith he also visit- 
ed, ns well ' as that of Dickens, and 
tho mnny haunts which the latter 
held so dear. Dr.. Smythe secured nu- 
merous slides taken In connection 
with- thèse interesting Investigations, 
andrlte announced his' intention of de- 
liverying a lecturo upon tho result 
of his visits at a later "date. 

Àiso while In England, Principal 
Smythe visited Oxford, to find that 
with regard to academic work, thoy 
■•vers practically closed, although as 
centres of military training they pre- 
sented a lively appearance. There 
were soldiers everywhere. While at 



ed In different real estate holdings. 
As an athlete, Capt. Molson was re- 
cognized while, a student at McGill 
as probably the best all-round man In 
the Canadian Universities. Later he 
represented the M. A. A. A. on tho 
track, being, prominent In the 440 
yards and in the lorig jump, in which 
he distinguished himself at the U. S. 
championships at St. Louis. He was 
also famous as a rugby player for the 
M.A.A.A. 

• Capt. Molson was an officer of the 
McGill C. O. T. C when he .enlisted 
as second in command of the Second 
University Company, reinforcing the 
P.P.C.L.I. He went to the front In 
June, 1915, and on June 2, 1916, was 
wounded In the face. He was Invalided 
home and spent the summer in Mont- 
real. In the fall of 1916 he returned 
to the front. Capt. Molson was 
awarded the Military Cross In June, 
1917. He was a Governor of the Uni- 
versity,

Pearse, 2nd Lieut. W. J,— Second 
Lieut. Walter Josiah Pearse, past stud- 
ent of X Battery, Royal Horse Artil- 
lery, who was killed In action in April, 
was the Rhodes Scholar from British 
Columbia In 1911, and attained a high 
degree of excellence as a scholar and 
athlete while at the University. He 
enlisted as a trooper In King Edward's 
Horse at the commencement of tho 
war, but soon afterwards won his com- 
mission in the Royal Horse Artillery 
Subsequently he' was several times 
wounded nnd In February, 1917, was 
gassed. Apparently he had but re- 
cently returned to- his battery when 
he fell. . 

• 2nd Lieut. Pearse was born In Kam- 
loops, B.C., and. was -23 years old at 
the time of his deathi" .He was the 
only son of E. T. W,. Pearse, formerly 
gold . commissioner for Kamloops, and 
attended the University School at 
Mount Tolmle, B.C., . before coming 
to McGIU. Here he rapidly gained re- 
cognition as a scholar and an athlete. 
He won the freshman tennis champion- 
ship and in 1911 captured his big 'M'

While at the latter 
greatly Interested and thrilled by 
watching; the former boys of the Col- 
lege, who had Joined the Flying Corps, 
circling and hovering over the school 
for the benefit of their less fortunate 
classmates. 

Major Smythe was Invited by tho 
British Foreign Office to visit the' 
battlefront in France, and in connec- 
tion with this trip he had many in- 
teresting and thrilling experiences. 
During his sojourn In France the 
Principal visited No. 3 (McQllI) Gen- 
eral Hospital and waa entertained by 
Col. Birkett. At the tlmé of arrival 
at the Hospital, a fete was being held 
in celebration of the 60th Anniver- 
sary of Confederation. Major Smythe 
met with several former McGill and. 
Wesleyan men. Among others he met 
Capt. A. J. Martin. Med. '15, and a 
Wesleyan graduate and also Pte. Gor- 
don Maxwell, Arts '17, who are con- 
nected with the McGill Hospital. De. 
spite the fact that it is not permissible, 
to visit specified persons, he ran 
across several other Wesleyan and 
McGill men In various branches of 
work. Among these wa 8 Pte. John 
Ward, originally of the 148th Bat- 
talion, now In the Highlanders. He 
also received news of Lt. H. Cotton, 
of the Flying Corps, who is at present 
a prisoner in Germany- Cotton en. 
tered the 148th Battalion as a private, 
but was later transferred to the Fly- 
ing Corps, in connection with which 
he has done admirable work. Lieut. 
Cotton was shot down while flying at 
a height of 15,000 feet, and forced to 
land 16 miles back of the German' 
lines. He states that he l a being well 
treated, and Is comfortable. Major 
Smythe also had news concerning 
Lieut. C. W. Topping, who was 
wounded at Vlmy, and Is now in Eng- 
land. Sergt. William Bunt. Arts 'If, 
who was in tho 148th Batt., has been 
connected for some time with the 
R.F.C., on active service In France, 
He is now In England on leave. Also 
Lieut. Willans, a former 148th man, 
has been transferred to the R.F.C. 

During his stay in France; Major 
Smythe visited the entire British line 
from the coast to Messines, Baù- 
paume and Vlmy Ridge. He entertain-, 
ed tho Dally representative who called 
upon him by displaying various inter- 
esting souvenirs from the battlefront. 
Principal Smythe visited the ruins of 
the Cathedral of Arras, and the shat- 
tered church of Baup'aume. Among? 
the trophies which the Major brought 
home with him is a German soldier's 
ammunition case, which had been 
pierced by a piece of flying shrap- 
nel. This discarded bit of German 
equipment was picked up on Vlmy 
Ridge. While at Vlmy Major Smythe 
had a narrow escape from death, vio- 
lent shell fire being suddenly direct- 
ed toward the spot where the Major 
and other officers were standing. 
However, all scurried to the shelter of 
the dug-outs, and scaped Injury. An. 
other of the Principal's mementos. is 
a battered German helmet, which he 
picked up In the Somme salient at a 
position which had formerly been bit- 
terly and sangulnely contested. 

Major Smythe Intimated his Inten- 
tion of now retiring from military ac- 
tivity. During his nine months' ab- 
sence Dr. Glfford has been acting 
Principal of the Wesleyan. The. 
Principal does not extend any hope 
of having the usunl large attendance ■ 
during the College year. Many' of the 
post studentH have ' enlisted, and the 
circumstances point to a great de- 
crease In attendance.

At tho time of his death 
he was serving with tho 44th Bat- 
talion, C.E.F. He attended lectures 
in the Faculty of Science during the 
sessions of 1907-08, and 1908-09, en- 
tering in his second year. He was 
born in Portago la Prairie. Man., on 
September. 7, 1888, and was. a nephew 
of W. H. Gardner, 21 Roslyn Avenue, 
Winnipeg, with whom he resided pre- 
vious to enlistment. In civil life he 
was a manufacturers' agent in Win- 
nipeg. 

Robertson, 2nd Lieut. R. W. S.— 

Second Lieutenant Robert Ward 
Shepherd Robertson, Scl. 'Hi, Killed in 
action late In May, was one of tho 
first McGill men to volunteer his ser- 
vices when tho First Canadian Divi- 
sion was raised. Enlisting with the 
t 14th Royal Montreal Regiment as a 
private, he served in tho machine gun 
squad of that battalion for a consid- 
erable period t before he was promoted 
in tho -field to a commission. After 
taking a course in England, 2nd Lieut. 
Robertson was gazetted to the Royal 
West Surrey Regiment and becamo 
machine gun officer. He served with 
this unit throughout the operations on 
the Somme and about St. Quentin, and 
previously was a participant in the 
second battle of Ypres, and In the 
actions of GIvenchy and Festubert, 
His senior officers spoke of 2nd Lieut. 
Robertson only in terms of praise, and 
he escaped without a scratch through 
all the fighting In which ho took part. 
Ho was the younger son of Mrs. Ross 
Robertson, 213 Drummond street, and 
his brother, Captain Ross Robertson, 
was wounded at Courcelette. 2nd 
Lieut. Robertson was born in Mont- 
real on Juno 24, 1894, and entered the 
Faculty of Applied Science in 1911. 
He was for three years a student in 
tho Faculty. 



Rowat, Lieut. T. A. — Tho death In 
action of Lieut. Thomas Alexander 
Rowat, past student, was announced 
as having taken place on Juno 28. 
Lieut. Rowat was tho son of Rev. An- 
drew Rowat, St. Lambert, Que., and 
Was born at Winchester, Ont., on Aug. 
19, 1878. He attended Huntingdon 
Academy and In 1896 entered McGill 
as a student in the Faculty of Arts.

'18, of 
the Royal Naval Air Service, was re- 
ported In June as having been killed 
In an aerial encounter behind the 
German lines on March 4, 1917. 
Flight Sub-Lieut. Whlto enlisted In 
February, 1915, while in his first year 
in Science at McGill. In the follow- 
ing Juno ho received his pilot's cer- 
tificate, and, after being retained for 
nome timo in England as an Instruc- 
tor, finally went to France, where he 
gained a considerable name for him- 
self.

Biddulph, Pte. R. H. H. — Pte. 
Richard Herbert Howell Biddulph, 
Sci. '12, of the Canadian Medical Ser- 
vices, who died of wounds on July 5, 
enlisted originally with the 5th Uni- 
versities Company. He was at that 
time employed as a Civil Engineer In 
Northern Ontario. Pte. Biddulph serv- 
ed for an extended period in France 
with tho P. P. C. L. I. before trans- 
ferring to No. 2 Canadian Field Am- 
bulance. He was attached to this 
unit when he met his death on July. 
5th. Pte. Biddulph was the son of 
R. F. S. Biddulph ,10 Castle Crescent, 
Reading, England. 

Black, Lieut. E. P.— Lieut. Edgur 
Pattyson Black, Scl. '18, of the Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery, who died 
of wounds on June 9, left the Uni- 
versity at the conclusion of his 
Freshman year to take a course at 
the Royul Military College, Kingston, 
to fit him for service overseas. In 
1910 he went . overseas with a draft 
from "C" Battery, Royal Canadian 
Horse Artillery, Kingston, and sub- 
sequently reached the front. Previous 
to becoming a student at McGill, 
Lieut. Black was at Bishop's College 
School, Lennoxvlllo, where he won the 
Governor-General's gold medal in 
1913. He was twenty years of age, the 
son of J. P. Black, 21 Cote des Neiges 
Road, and one of four brothers serv- 
ing overseas. 

de Gruchy, Lieut. C. S., M.C.— Lieut. 
Charles Southweil deGruchy, M.C., Scl. 
'11, who died of wounds on July 18, 
was the son of Philip deOruchy; 638 
Belmont Avenue, Westmount, and 
went overseas in 1916 In command of 
a' draft of artillery from Montreal. At 
the time of his death he was attached 
to the 10th Battery, CF. A. Lieut. 
DeGruchy was awarded tho Military 
Cross last winter for displaying great 
courage and skill in establishing and 
maintaining communication under 
very heavy fire, and materially assist- 
ing in tho success of an operation. Af- 
ter graduation In Civil Engineering he 
was employed with the celebrated en- 
gineering firm of Waddoll and Har- 
rington, Kansas City, and when he en- 
listed was engaged on the Ocean Ter- 
minals construction at Halifax. He 
was in his 27th year. Lieut. de- 
Gruchy was wounded on July 13. 

Frame, Lieut. William L. —Lieut. 
William Layton Frame, Sci. '15, died 
of wounds on Jhno 11, was a member 
of the McGill C.O.T.C. during his 
final year before he joined the 121st 
Western Irish battalion as a private. 
Later he secured a commission In an- 
other Western Infantry battalion. Born 
In Vlrden, Man., on June 20, 1894, he 
attended the Vlrden High School, and 
later McGill College of British Col- 
umbia. Ho entered Science '15 at Mc- 
Gill in its. third year. Lieut. Framo 
was wounded on April 9 at the taking 
of Vimy Ridge. He was tho son of- 
J. F. Frame, Vancouver, B.C., and 
was employed for two summers on 
survey work in Northern British Col- 
umbia. 

Keeping, Lieut. K. F. — Lieut. Kim- 
ball Fletcher Keeping, Scl. '14, of the 
Canadian Artillery, died of wounds In 
September, was tho son of William 
Keeping, Murray Harbor, P.E.I., where 
he" was born on August 30, 1886. He 
took a course at the State Normal 
School, Dakota, and in 1910 entered 
the Faculty of Science, from, which 
he was .graduated, after a particularly 



brilliant course, as a civil engineer in 

1914. In his Sophomore year Lieut. 
Keeping was secretary of his class, 
nnd in the following year acted as 
president. The same year he was 
elected president of the Science Un- 
dergraduates' Society, and occupied a 
seat on the Students'. Council in that 
capacity. 

After graduation, Lieut. Keeping 
was on the Dominion Geodetic Survey 
and on the Alaska Boundary Survey. 
In the winter of 1915-16 he took a 
course in siege artillery at the school 
at Halifax, and made such an excel- 
lent Impression that he was retained 
as an instructor. Major W. D. Talt, 
who organized the McGill Siege Bat- 
tery, was successful in securing his 
services as a subaltern for his bat- 
tery, and in the late summer of 1916 
he went overseas with this' battery. 
Two brothers of Lieut. Keeping ure at 
the front. 

PRESUMED DEAD. 

Chauvin, Lieut. E. M. — Lieut. Ed- 
ward Henry Chauvin, Arts '16, of the 
Canadian Mounted Rifles, who was 
listed as presumed dead In June, was 
the son of Henry N. Chauvin, K.C., 
Montreal, In which city he was born 
on July 15, 1894. He passed through 
tho Montreal High School, and In 1912 
entered the Faculty of Arts at McGill. 
In February, 1915, ho enlisted for 
overseas service as a lieutenant In the 
5th Canadian Mounted Rifles battal- 
ion, and on July 17, 1915, sailed from 
Quebec on the SS. Hesperian. The 
unit reached Franco on October 8, 

1915. Lieut. Chauvin was slightly 
wounded on June 2, 1916, at Maple 
Copse, but In ten days' time returned 
to duty. In the latter part of August, 

1916, tho 6th C.M.R. was removed to 
the Somme front, and on September 
15-16 it took part in the fighting for 
Courcelette. On October 1, 1916, tho 
regiment, with three other battalions, 
attacked Reglna Trench, lying beyond 
Courcelette, strongly fortified and 
held. Owing to tho difficulty of ob. 
serving, the attack was made before 
the enemy wire, had been destroyed, 
and although part of the trench was 
taken, the Canadians were forced to 
retire after holding It for twelve 
hours. Lieut. Chauvin was in com- 
mand of "B" Company, and was shot 
while attempting to find an opening 
through the enemy's wire. Ho fell 
Into a shell hole, anil was never af- 
terwards seen. He was mentioned in 
General Sir Douglas Halg's despatch 
published In January, 1917. 

Fotheringham, Lieut. J. B. — Lieut. 
John Beverldge Fotheringham, Sci. 
'1G, of the Canadian Infantry (attach- 
ed Royal Flying Corps), was report- 
ed missing on July 7, and is believed 
to have been killed on that date. Lieut. 
Fotheringham was born in Ottawa 25 
years ngo, and was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. B. Fotheringham, 15 Buena 
Vista Road, Rockcliffe Park, Ottawa. 
At the Ottawa Colleglite Institute he 
was captain of tho Cadet Corps, and 
when the McGill C.O.T.C. was re- 
organized in the fall of 1914 he enter- 
ed It as a private. By the succeed- 
ing spring he had risen to the rank 
of company sergeant-major. Not^wait- 
|ng to finish his course in Science, 
Lieut. Fotheringham joined the 148th 
Battalion under Lieut.-Col. Magee, and 
in England wos transferred to a re- 
servo unit. In order to get to the 
front faster, he took a course at the 
Royal Flying School, and in April, 

1917, went to Franco. There, owing to 
nn accident, he was confined to an 
hospital for some time, but in June 
rejoined his squadron. 

A letter received from his flight 
commander says that Lieut. Fother- 
ingham was one of a party of avia- 
tors which went out against a large 
German squadron. From those In 
other machines It is learned that his 
machine fell in flames from a height 
of 10,000 feet, the letter adding that 
It was almost certain that he had 
been killed by enemy fire before his 
machine fell. 

Matheson, 2nd Lieut. H. L. — 2nd 

Lieut. Homer Lindsay Matheson, Arts 
'13, of the 9th East Surrey Regiment, 
Who had been missing since August 
16, 1916, was officially reported killed 
by the War Office in June. He was 
tho son of Rev. John Matheson, Dal- 
housiq Mills, Ont, went overseas with 
the 5th C.M.R., and won his commis- 
sion In England. Ho was killed in an 
attack on a German trench in. front 
of Gulllemont^ on the Somme front, 
while acting as Sniping and Intel, 
ligence Officer of hlB battalion. 

Murray, Major H. A. — Major Har- 
court Amory Murray, Scl'. '15, who 
was reported in 'August as previously 
missing, now presumed to have died 
on October 1, 1916, enlisted while In 
his fourth year In . the Faculty of 
Science in the 24th Battalion, "Vic- 
toria Rifles," under Lieut.-Colonel J. 
A. Gunn. When the battalion went 
overseas he held the rank of lieuten- 
ant, but in France was' promoted first 
to captain and finally to the rank 
of acting major. Major Murray's home 
was in New Glasgow, N.S. He was 
born at Union Centre, N.S.,/in 1893, 
attended the New Glasgow High 
School, and was taking a course in 
Mechanical .Engineering when he en- 
listed. Major Murray was a member 
of the English Rugby team in 1912- 
13, and a member of the champion 
Wood Cup Rugby football team in 
1913. He was a corporal in the old 
C.O.T.C, before Its re-organizatlon 
in. 1914. 

Winter, Capt. F. B., M.C— Captain 
Francis Bassell Winter, Sci. '14, of the 
26th Battalion, who is presumed to 
have died on active service, 'Nvon both 
the Military Cross and bar on active 
service, before falling. Born at 
Georgetown, British Guiana, on June 
16, 1892, he was the son of Charles 
F. Winter, now of St. John, N.B. 
Capt. Winter resided practically all 
his life in St. John, and after gradu- 



ating in Electrical Engineering in 1914 
volunteered for service in the 26th 
New Brunswick battalion. He went 
overseas in 1915 and served with great 
distinction until his death, winning 
the Military Cross at Courcelette. and 
later receiving a bar to his decora- 
tion. 

ACCIDENTALLY KILLED. 

McLachlin, Lieut. E. — Lieut. Ewen 
McLachlln, past student, accidentally 
killed at Shorncliffe on August -- 14V 
was a native of Arnprior,. Ont., where 
he was born on February 22, 1887. 
Educated at Ashbury College, Ottawa, 
he entered the Faculty of Applied 
Science at McGill in 1905. and was for 
two years a student therein. Before 
the war Lieut. McLachlin was con- 
nected with the McLachlin Lumber 
Co., Arnprior, as a director. He also 
held a commission as lieutenant in the 
Governor-General's Foot Guards, Ot- 
tawa. In 1915 he went to an avia- 
tion Bchool at Long Island, New York, 
and there qualified as an airman. 
Early this year he sailed for England, 
but was rejected for the air service 
on account of his age. He therefore 
transferred tô the artillery, and quali- 
fied for his commission. While await- 
ing orders at Folkestone, to proceed 
to France, Lieut. McLachlin was ac. 
cidcntally killed at Shorncliffe, on 
August 19, while cleaning his revolver. 
The weapon accidentally discharged, 
killing him almost instantly. 

Perrault, Cadet L. Q.— Cadet Lucten 
Guy Perrault, Comm. '17, of the 79th 
Canadian Reserve Squadron, Royal 
Flying Corps, had only been In train- 
ing for a short period when he was 
accidentally killed at Camp Borden, 
Ont., on April 17 last. Lieut. Per- 
rault left his studies a month pre- 
viously to enter upon training. On 
the day in question he attempted to 
pick up a shovel in front of an aero- 
plane whose propellor was revolving, 
and in doing so, he stepped too near 
the propellor and was Instnntly killed. 
He was 19 years of age. and the third 
son of Joseph Perrault, architect, 2100 
Park Ave., Montreal. A brother, Lieut. 
Rene B. Perrault, Scl. '17, is with the 
3rd Canadian Pioneers In France. 

DROWNED. 

Lowe, Sapper E. J.— Sapper Edward 
Jackson Lowe, Scl. '17, of the Cana- 
da Engineers, was drowned at St. 
John's, Que., on August 5, just a few 
days after he had enlisted for over- 
sens service. Sapper Lowe was a stu- 
dent In the Faculty of Applied' Science 
In 1913-16, when ho became connect- 
ed with the offlco of a landscape 
architect In Montreal. When he en- 
listed on July 21 last he was a mem- 
ber of the engineering staff of the 
Northern Electric Co., Montreal. On 
Sunday, August 5, another soldier of 
the Canadian Engineers Training De- 
pot and he went to the river at St. 
John's to swim. He took cramps, and 
in spite of every effort on the part 
of his comrade, was drowned. Tho 
body was recovered after three-quar- 
ters of an hour, but efforts at re- 
suscitation proved unavailing. He 
was buried with full military honours 
at St. John's on August 7. Sapper 
Lowe wns born at Inverness, Que., In 
1894. the son of Rev. J. J. Lowe, now 
of Metcalfe, Ont., and Mrs. Lowe. He 
attended Ashbury College, Ottawa, 
where he was prominent In athletics, 
and in 1913 entered First Year Science 
at McGill. Tho following year he 
was a member of the editorial staff 
of McGill Daily, and took a keen in. 
terest in the affairs of the Literary 
and Debating Society. He was pos- 
sessed of a ready and forceful pen. 
and would undoubtedly have made his 
mark both os a writer and as an 
englneeri had he been spared.

Derochie, 2nd Lieut., M.C_ 2nd 

Lieut. Matthew Curtis Derochie, Med. 
•19, of the 27th Squadron, Royal Fly- 
ing Corps, missing since July 14, was, 
one of the most prominent students in 
his year when he sailed In the fall 
of 1916 to Join the Royal Flying; Corps 
in England. He was born In Corn- 
wall, Ont., and is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Curtis P. Derochie, of that 
town. He attended Cornwall High 
School, and In 1914 entered the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine. There ho rapidly 
became both popular and promising. 
In his second year ho was elected 
president of the entire year, and as 
such conducted the Annual Sports Day 
rush. He alfco sorved as an associate 
editor of "McGill Dally," and proved 
to be one of tho most capable mem- 
bers of the staff. 2nd Lieut. Derochie 
flew for his wings at Oxford, and six 
weeks before . he was reported miss. 
Ing joined the 26th Squadron in 
France. Just prior to going over he 
was offered a position ' as instructor 
In an American aviation school, but 
preferred to bo to France.

Page 
wrote to his parents that his squad- 
ron was recognized aB one of the best 
in the Royal Naval Service, and that it 
held a record for the number of en.

WOUNDED. 

Alford, Lieut. John N.— For the sec- 
ond tlmo since he joined the Canadian 
forces In France, Lieut. John New- 
ton Alford, Scl. '11, of the Canadian 
Engineers, was reported wounded on 
May 22. Originally Lieut. Alford en- 
listed at Toronto with the Eaton Ma- 
chine Gun Battery, and subsequently 
after service in Franco with this unit 
he was transferred to the Engineers. 
In the summer of 1916 he was first 
reported wounded. Lieut. Alford was 
graduated in Electrical Engineering In 
1911. He is the son of Walter Alfortf, 
Belleville, Ont., and was born in that 
city on March 8, 1886. Lieut. Alford 
was not seriously wounded In the leg. 

Audette, Lieut. J. deG. — Lieut. John 
de Gaspe Audette, Law '17, of the Can- 
adian Infantry, dangerously wounded 
;at the capture of Hill 70 In August, 
is a son of Hon. Mr. Justice Audette, 
161 Daly Avenue, Ottawa, He enlist- 
ed hi" 1915 as a subaltern in the 163rd 
Battalion, and was drafted to another 
unit on the firing line. 

Beattie, Gunner J. D. M. R —The 
second McGill man in No. 7 Canadian 
Siege Battery (McGill), to bo a cas- 
ualty Is Gunner John Donald Mac- 
farlano Bennle Beattie, Arts '17, who 
received his degree in Arts in ab- 
sentia at the Convocation last May. 
Gunner Beattie was admitted to Nor- 
wich Hospital early in June suffering 
from gunshot wounds, not serious. 
Born In Montreal, May 15, 1896, Gun- 
ner Beattie attended Crlchton School 
and Lower Canada College before com- 
ing to McGill. Here he rose to the 
rank of quartermaster-sergeant in 
tho C.O.T.C, a rank which ho drop- 
ped when he enlisted in Major Talt's 
Battery at tho conclusion of his third 
year in Arts.

Benett, Second Lieut. C. M.— Sec- 
ond Lieut. Charles Morgan Benett, 
Sci. '18, of the Royal Horse Artillery, 
who wns wounded in July, enlisted at 
the completion of his Freshman year 
as a private in the machine gun sec.

'reinforcing the P. P. C.L.I He served 
In Franco for a short timo, and then 
secured a commission In the Royal Ar- 
tillery. While serving at Salonikl he 
was taken ill and returned to England, 
whence upon recovery he went back 
to the trenches.

Benett had been serving with a tronch 
mortar battery, and wns considering 
transferring to the Royal Engineers. He 
is a native of Brantford, Ont., and was 
educated at the Brantford Collegiate 
Institute. 

Bieler, Lieut. E. S.— Lieut. Etienne 
S. Bieler, Arts '15, wounded in the 
fighting late in April, went overseas 
as a private in the First Universities 
Company reinforcing the P.P.C.L.I., 
and upon arrival In England secured 
a commission In the artillery. He was 
admitted to No. 14 General Hospital 
on April 29th, suffering from gunshot 
Wounds in the right leg. In August, 
11'16, he was Injured slightly in the 
head. Lieut. Bieler secured his de> 
gree in Arts 1 before he enlisted, at 
the same time winning honours and a 
gold medal In mathematics. He Is one 
of four brothers overseas, and is the 
son of Prof. Charles Bielér, of the 
Montreal Presbyterian College. Orig- 
inally Lieut. Bieler was a member of 
the McGill C.O.T.C. 

Brown, Lieut. A. A.— Lieut. Arthur 
Alexander Brown, Sci. '16, wounded 
in . August, is known to hosts of Mc- 
Gill men of recent years as "Art" 
Brown, of the senior football team of 
1913, and 1914. An Ottawa boy, he 
attended the Collegiate Institute in that 
city and entered McGill In 1912. In 
1916, before graduating, ho received a 
commission in the Canadian ngin- 
eers, and after training at tho depot 
at St. John's, proceeded overseas. Af- 
ter further training In England he was 
transferred to the infantry, and as 
such had ■ been serving for some time 
In Franco when severely wounded m 
August.

Hugh 
Arthur cl-ombie, Sci. '17, serving with 
the CaniHlan infantry, was reported 
wounded In the thigh in June. » Lieut. 
Cromble was born in Saginaw, Mich., 
September 23, 1896, attended West- 
mount A.cademy, and came to .McGill 
In 1913. He became a leading mem- 
ber of tho track squad, and sat on 
the Students' Council as president of 
the Track Club before he enlisted as 
a Heufenant with the Canadian En- 
gineers. In the fall of 1916 he wont 
overseas and after training at Crow- 
borough, was transferred to the In- 
fantry. At' tho time of being wound- 
ed he was serving with a Central On- 
tario Battalion. At McGill he was 
taking the Railway Engineering 
course. He acted as class secretary 
und class treasurer, played class foot- 
ball and also served us secretary of the 
Track Club, besides being a member 
of the team in 1913-14, and 1914-15. 
His home is in Westmount. 

Cuehing, Lieut. A. G. — Lieut. Arthur 
Glbb Cushlng, Sci. '12, of the Cana. 
dian Artillery, wounded on May 2, Is 
a member of a family, five members 
of which arc on active service, of 
whom he Is the third to become a cas- 
ualty. The son of Mrs. Charles dish- 
ing, 555 Mount Pleasant Avenue, he 
took an artillery course at Kingston not 
long after the outbreak of war, and 
went overseas as sergeant-major of 
tho 27th Battery.

DeMuth, Captain Otto. .— Captain 
Otto DeMuth, M.C, Med. '15, of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, who was 
wounded for the second time In Juno, 
enlisted as a private with No. 3 Can- 
adian General Hospital (McGill), un- 
der Colonel H; S. Blrkett, C.B., and 
received his degree at the Khaki' Con- 
volution held at McGill in the spring 
of 1915. Whe nthe Hospital landed 
In England, Capt. DeMuth was trans- 
ferred to the R.A.M.C. with a com- 
mission, and trained at Dublin, Ire- 
land. He was then sent to the Medft- 
errhnean, being stationed at Malta. 
Here he contracted fever, and was in- 
valided to England. Upon recovery, 
Carl. DeMuth became surgeon in a 
hospital in the south of England, then 
Medical Officer to a Heavy Artillery 
brigade in training, and finally Medi- 
cal Officer to an Anzac Heavy Artil- 
lery brigade on the Somme. In Sep- 
tember, 1916, while riding a motor 
cycle through Albert, ho was wounded 
by fragments of a shell and Invalided 
to Canada on a short leave.

The bravo deeds done by McGill men over«ea a since the University 
closed for the summer months have not gone unrewarded. The list,' of dec- 
orations received by our representatives overseas, which is printed Ipelow, is 
perhaps the largest that has yet appeared, and 'stands for a great many 
deeds of gallantry and devotion to duty. Especially is this the cajse with 
graduates in Medicine, not a few of whom have been decorated, and who 
have willingly endangered their lives in order to carry on theipf work of 
mercy in the most exposed and dangerous positions. Former students of 
all Faculties are represented in the list, which embraces not only British 
decorations, but also a number of foreign decorations. 

Brigadier-General A- C. Geddes, organizer of the McGill C.O.T.C. Bat- 
talion and professor of anatomy, has been created a Knignt Commander of 
the Order of the Bath, while three graduates, Brigadier-General F, S. 
Meighen, Brigadier-General J. P. Landry, and a particularly gallant offi- 
cer, Lieutenant-Colonel H, F. McDonald, D.S.O., have been created Com- 
mander» of the Order of St. Michael and St. George in recognition of their 
services overseas. 

Not only are graduates in the list, but also undergraduates i in large 
numbers. Three members of the class in Arts who would have been grad. 
uated last spring have received the Military Cross, as well as two members 
of the 1917 class in Science.

of the Bath being conferred on Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel (temporary Brig- 
adier-General) Auckland Campbell 
Geddes, C.B., M.D., Director of Re- 
cruiting, in recognition of valuable 
services rendered in connection with 
the war." — London Times, August 
20th. 

Professor Geddes succeeded Dean 
Shepherd In tho Chair of Anatomy, 
and had one year's work at McGill 
when the war broke out. In addition 
to Iris medical pursuits, ho had ul- 
vvuys taken nn Interest In military af- 
fairs, and had been mainly respon- 
sible for the Institution and organiza- 
tion of the Officers' Training Corps 
at the University of Edinburgh, where 
he served in the Department of An- 
atomy under Sir William Turner and 
the late Professor Cunningham, and 
also at Dublin, where he held the 
Chair of Anatomy in 'the College of 
Surgeons. He also acqutred prac- 
tical military experience in the South 
African War. It was no wonder, then, 
that at tho outbreak of the war In 
August, 1914, Professor Geddes 
should at once have turned to account 
Ills knowledge of military organization. 
He mndo himself Immediately re- 
sponsible, for the formation of tho 
McGill Battalion, and his expert know- 
ledge and practical powers of organi- 
zation at onco revealed themselves. 
Tho members of the University who, 
along with the graduates and others, 
were behind this movement, at once 
recognized In Professor Geddes one to 
vhom the whole scheme could safely 
be trusted, and he at once justified 
the confidence reposed in him. Citi- 
zens who passed along Shcrbrooko 
street in these early days may remem- 
ber how at the shrill sound of Profes- 
sor Geddes' whistle the members of 
the embryo battalion could be seen 
exercising themselves in all possible 
ways over the wholo scope of tho 
campus. After a few months in this 
responsible position, Major Geddes felt 
tho "call of the blood," and offered 
himself for active service overscaas. 
Those who knew of his great military 
experience and his eminent powers of 
organization, wore In no way surpris- 
ed to hear that, after serving some 
time with tho Northumberland Fusil- 
lors, ho made his way from one re- 
sponsible post to another, until when 
McGill friends went ' to see him in 
London last summer they found him 
installed in an important department 
of the War Office, with the rank of 
Brigadier-General, and in the position 
of Director fil Recruiting. Not every- 
one in Montreal has realized that the 
officer that has achieved such meteoric 
promotion was only a short time ago 
the Professor of Anatomy of McGill, 
and let us hope, may be so again. For 
one thing, he has sometimes been con- 
fused in tho public mind with his 
equally distinguished brother, Sir Eric 
Geddes, now First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty. Tho announcement was duly 
made throughout tho press of the Em. 
plro that he was called from his post 
at the War Office to be Minister of 
National Service. But no one, with 
the exception of those who -were fol- 
lowing his career with interest and 
pride, seems to have been aware that 
this was Geddes, of McGill. And now 
he has been singled out by the King, 
not among a crowd of others, but by 
way of special recognition, to receive 
the honoi. of Knight Commander of 
tlMi Bath (K.C.B.). His friends and 
colleagues, and we are suro, his stu- 
dents of Anatomy at McGill will all 
rejoice at the distinction which Gen- 
cu.l Sir A. C. Geddes has achieved, 
anc< hope that he may be long spared 
to ->vear his new honors. 

Brig.-Gen. Landry, C.M.G. 

Brigadier-General Jean Etienne 
Joseph Philippe Landry, Law '94, 
created a commander of the Order of 
St. Michael and St.. George for his 
services aB officer In command of the 
11th Canadian Infantry Brigade, was 
officer commanding the 5th Division 
before he went overseas. He has had 
a long military career, commencing In 
1888 as a provisional lieutenant in the 
61st Militia Regiment He became 'n 
1893 a lieutenant; in 1894 captain; in 
1899 major, and in 1901 officer com- 
manding tho Regiment. -I n 1912 
Brigadier-General Landry joined the 
Militia staff and in 1913 was promot- 
ed to- the rank of colonel. He is a 
graduate in Arts of the University of 
Ottawa, and was born at St. Pierre, 
Que., on June 25, 1870. 

Lt,;Col. H. F. McDonald, C.M.G.' 

Lieutenant-Colonel Harold French 
McDonald, Sci. '07, who was created a 
Commander of tho Order of St. 
Michael and St. George in the King's 
Birthday list, Is a McGill graduate who 
has won several honours since enlist- 
ing as a lieutenant in a Winnipeg 
Highland battalion. * When ho enlist- 



ed he was employed on the Engineer- 
ing staff of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way at Winnipeg, and in the field 
rapidly won promotion. Last winter 
he wa s severely wounded, and after, 
wards had an arm amputated as the 
result of an incident involving great 
gallantry, for which he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Order. This 
was for carrying out a dangerous re- 
connaisance under heavy shell fire in 
the course of which he had his arm 
blown off. but insisted upon reporting 
the result of his work before allow- 
ing the stretcher-bearers to remove 
him. In July his name was brought 
to the notice of the Secretary of State 
for War for valuable services. 

Brig.-Gen. Meighen, C.M.G. 

Brigadier-General Frank Stephen 
Meighen, Arts '89, who previous to en- 
listment held the responsible position 
of president of the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Company, and held other im- 
portant directorates, went overseas 
originally with the. 14th Royal Mont- 
real Regiment, which he commanded 
at Ypres. For his conduct at this ac- 
tion he was mentioned in despatches. 
After returning to Canada, he raised 
the 87th Battalion Grenadier Guards, 
from among the men of his regiment, 
tho 1st Canadian Grenadier Guards, 
and commanded the regiment until Its 
arrival in England, when he was pro- 
moted to become officer in, command 
of the 10th Infantry Brigade, with the 
rank of brigndler-general. He Is a 
native of Perth, Ont, and was born 
there in 1869, afterwards attending the 
Montreal High School. 

Major E. G, M, Cape, D.S.O. 

Major E. G. M. Cape, Scl. '98, was a 
prominent Montreal contractor before 
he raised No. 3 Canadian Siege Bat- 
tery In Montreal in the fall of 1916, a 
unit which has done splendid work in 
Franco since its advent there. Major 
Cape ha s been In command of the bat- 
tery since Its formation, and has done 
good work himself, being sent to the 
base last spring suffering from illness 
contracted in the field. In January 
last he was mentioned In despatches. 
He returned to Canada o n leave iii 
Juno. 

Major W. R. Critchley, D.S.O. 

Major Walter Ramsay Crltichley, 
past student, who was awarded cpm. 
panlonslrip in the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Order for his good work at Vlmy 
Ridge, has been with the loth Cana- 
dian Battalion since It landed in France 
in February, 1915. He has taken part 
in many engagements, and has re- 
ceived a variety of promotions. Sov- 
eral other members of his family ore 
on active service. Major Critchley is 
a past student of Macdonald College, 
and was awarded tho D.S.O. for the 
following reason: "Ho took charge of 
the attack on the second objective, and 
displayed great skill and courage in 
capturing and consolidating tho posi- 
tion, personally dealing with several 
of the enemy who offered resistance." 

Major J. 3. Jenkins, D.S.O. 

Major John Stephen Jenkins, Med 
'12, awarded the Distinguished Service 
Order, went overseas as Medical Of- 
ficer of the 24th Battalion, and served 
with that unit In the field for some 
time beforo being recalled to England 
to assume staff work. Later he return- 
ed to Frunce as Assistant Director of 
Medical Services of a Canadian divis- 
ion. Major Jenkins has been twice 
mentioned in despatches, and was 
wounded in April last. He was born 
at Cardigan, P.E.I., in 1881, attend- 
ed Loyola College, and entered McGill 
in 1905. 

Major K. H. McCrimmon, D.S.O. 

Captain and Acting Major Kenneth 
Howard McCrimmon, Arts '13, award- 
ed the D.S.O. for the following ex- 
ploit: "Under heavy fire he superin- 
tended the laying out of tronches and 
organizing of supplies," left Canada 
with the First Canadian Nivlsion, and 
ultimately becamo salvnge officer of 
the division. Later ho becamo trans- 
ferred to the 18th Battalion, and was 
promoted to the command of a com- 
pany. He was accidentally wounded 
soon after being rewarded for his ser. 
vices with tho D.S.O.. and was in Can- 
ada on furlough last summer. He 
comes from Kincardine, Ont., and at- 
tended the University of Toronto be- 
fore coming to McGill t 0 complete his 
course. 

Major A. L. S. Mills, D.S.O.

Major Arthur Lennox Stanley Mills, 
Law '14, awarded the D.S.O. for his 
part in the taking of Vimy Ridge, on 
April 9, took out a commission in tho 
5th Royal Highlanders of Canada im- 
mediately upon tho outbreak of 'war, 
and was finally appointed, with a 
number of other- McGill men, to the 
24th Battalion, in which he has since 
served and risen to his present rank. 
Major Mills is a son of the late -Rt. 
Rev. Lennox Mills, Bishop of On- 
tario, and was born In Montreal on 
June 27, 1890. He pursued a brilliant 
course in the Faculty of Law, and also 
served and won his big M as captain 
of the University tennis team. The 
official record states that Major Mills 
was awarded the D.S.O. for the fol- 
lowing reason: "At great risk he col- 
lected five five men and, demoraliz- 
ing the enemy, assisted in the cap- 
ture of 200 prisoners." . 

Lt.-Col. S. H. Osier, D.S.O. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stratton Harry 
Osier, Sci. '04, awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Order, w.as Assist- 
ant Director General of Engineer Ser- 
vices at Ottawa before he went over- 
seas. Ho was born in 1882, was gradu. 
ated from the Royal Military College, 
Kingston, in 1903, joined tho Royal 
Engineers as a lieutenant In 1905, was 
promoted captain in. 1911, and major 



in 1914. At present he is in command 
of the Canadian Engineers in one of 
the divisions at the front He has 
been twice mentioned in despatches 
for his good work. 

Major E. R. Pease, D.S.O. 

Major Edson Raymond Pease, Sci. 
'OS, of the 42nd Battalion Royal High- 
landers of Canada, was awarded the 

D. S.O. for the following reason: 
"When in command of his company 
he consolidated the final objective 
with great skill and maintained the 
position under most difficult condi- 
tions. He has on many previous oc- 
casions rendered invaluable service." 
Major Pease, who is the eldest son of 

E. L. Pease, Montreal, left Canada as 
a lieutenant in the 42nd, and In the 
field won his captaincy and then his 
majority. He was slightly wounded in 
June, 1916. 

Major C. G. Porter, D.S.O. 

Major Cecil George Porter, Sci. '11, 
awarded tho Distinguished .Service 
Order, has risen in rank from private 
to major since ho joined the 23rd 
Westmount Rifles in the fall of 1914. 
Born in St. John, N.B., he was em- 
ployed with a Montreal contracting 
firm, and had secured the degree of 
M.Sc, from McGill beforo he enlisted. 
When the 23rd Battalion arrived in 
England, he received a commission, 
was transferred to the 25th. Battalion, 
and finally to the 26th, with which he 
has since seen service. Major Porter 
has done some particularly gallant 
work, has been more than once men- 
tioned in despatches, and twice wound- 
ed. He was married to Miss Winifred 
Mathewson, Arts *12, just before he 
left Canada on overseas service. 

Major G. E. Reid, D.S.O. 

Few McGill men serving overseas 
have passed through as varied ex> 
perlnces or gained a more creditable 
record than Major George Eric Reld, 
Arts '15, better known to the student 
body as "Buster," who was awarded 
tho Distinguished Service Order in 
June for particularly gallant conduct 
In the fighting in which the Cana- 
dians had at that time recently taken 
part Major Reld, besides rising in 
rank from private to major, has since 
he enlisted been wounded twice and 
also ' mentioned three times in des- 
patches, as well as having been once 
before recommended for the D.S.O. 

"Buster" enlisted In the middle of 
the football season of 1914 with the 
23rd Battalion, Westmount Rifles, as 
a private. He was then In Fourth 
Vear Arts, and a member of the 
scrimmage of the senior football team 
under coach Frank Shaughnessy. 
While his unit was quartered in Mont- 
real he managed to secure leave to 
play with the team, and did a great 
deal In putting up a hard fight against 
'Varsity. It was not long before he 
was advanced in rang to sergeant, and 
soon ho becamo compnny sergeant- 
major. He had been a member of the 
McGill C.O.T.C. soon after his for- 
mation. When the 23rd left for Eng- 
land he was a lieutenant. It was not 
long beforo Major'Rcid was In France 
attached to the 3rd Ontario Battalion, 
following the breaking up of the 23rd, 
and there he rapidly gained a name 
for courage and efficiency, qualities 
which he invariably displayed on the 
football field. Ho was wounded and 
invalided to England, only to rejoin 
his battalion after a short time. Then 
he was mentioned in despatches twice. 
The next McGill heard of him he was 
again wounded, this time severely In 
the left hand. Ho then returned to 
Canada on leave, and visited the Uni- 
versity. He had lost the use of his 
hand, but nevertheless was so anxious 
to return to Franco that he persuaded 
tho authorities. For a time he was lost 
sight of, only to re-appear as a mem. 
ber of the crew of one of the first 
tanks which the British launched 
against the Germans in tho early days 
of the Somme offensive. For what 
parti iv exploit he has been award- 
ed the D.S.O. is not mentioned, but 
It is. safe to say that It was for gal- 
lant w.ork In a hot corner, for "Bus- 
ter" seems to glory in such pursuits. 
Major Reid's home is In London, Ont, 
where George M. Reid has the right 
to hold his head 'high with pride as 
being the father, of ono of the bravest 
of the brave. He was born at Lon- 
don on December 1, 1893.

Major - Stanley "led his company with 
the greatest courage and skill, being 
the first into the enemy line, and he 
organized and led the party, which re- 
pulsed a counter-attack. Although 
wounded In two places ho continued 
his w"ork for . several hours, display- 
ing a courage and devotion of the 
highest order." 

Major C. T. Trotter, D.S.O. 

Major C. T. Trotter, Sci. '09, has won 
honors aplenty since he went overseas 
as a lieutenant In the 4th Field Com- 
pany, Canadian Engineers in April, 
1915. Ho has been promoted to the 
rank of major, has been twice men- 
tioned in despatches and has taken 
part in the battles of St. Elol, Cour- 
celetto and Vlmy Ridge, through all 
of which he passed unscathed. Major 
Trotter, who was awarded companion- 
ship in the Distinguished Service 
Order in June, Is a graduate of tho 
Royal Military College as well as of 
McGill, was born In St. John's, Que., 
attendod the St. John's High School, 



Rev. Mr. Williamson's private school 
in Montreal, and was engineer and 
architect of the Standard Clay Pro- 
ducts Co., Ltd., before he enlisted. He 
was home on furlough during the 
summer. 

Lt.-Col. E. J. Williams, D.S.O. 

Lieutenant-Colonel E. J. Williams, 
Med. '97, awarded the D.S.O., com- 
manded No. 6 Canadian Cavalry Field 
Ambulance at Sherbrooke, Que., be- 
fore he enlisted with the First Can- 
adian Division. He rapidly won pro- 
motion with the Overseas forces and 
ultimately became commander of No. 
I Canadian Stationary Hospital, at 
Sanoliki. He was practising at Sher- 
brooke before he enlisted. 

Capt. J. E. Affleck, M..C 

Capt. J. E. Affleck, Med. '16, of the 
C.A.M.C., awarded the Military Cross 
for crawling along a trench to a se- 
verely wounded officer whose life de- 
pended upon an Immediate operation, 
was president of the Medical Under- 
graduates Society before he enlisted. 
The official report says he "got the 
wounded man on a blanket. It was 
a very slow and dangerous task, he 
being completely exposed to snipers. 
Capt. Affleck did not hesitate to risk 
his own life to do all humanly pos- 
sible for this officer." Capt. Affleck 
Is the son of Mr. nnd Mrs. John Af- 
fleck, Glasgow Station, Ont, and is a 
graduate of the Arnprlor High School. 
Two of his brothers have been killed 
In action. 

Lieut. T. S. Allan, M.C. 

Lieut Thoburn Stephens Allan, Arts 
'17, who "led his company in a most 
gallant manner and captured his ob- 
jective, which he succeeded in con- 
lolidatlng. He set a fine example to 
his men," was awarded the Military 
Cross In July. He is the third mem- 
ber of his class to bo decorated with 
the Military Cross. He was born at 
Nelson, B.C., on April 23, 1896, attend- 
ed Western Canada College at Regina, 
Sask., and the Ottawa Collegiate In- 
stitute, and in 1913 entered McGill with 
the class of Arts '17. Ho played class 
hockey and football and also junior 
hockey, was treasurer of the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society in 1914-15, and 
was also treasurer of the Economics 
club. At the conclusion of the session 
of 1915-16 Lieut. Allan returned to 
Iris home in Calgary and there joined 
an infantry battalion in process of 
formation. When he arrived In Eng- 
land he was posted to the Royal Can- 
adian Regiment reinforcing depot and 
since the fall of 1916 has been on ac- 
tive service In France with that cele- 
brated unit. 

Lieut. H. B. Chown, M.C. 

Lieut Henry Bruce Chown, Arts '14, 
was awarded tho Military Cross re- 
cently for sending back to headquart- 
ers most accurate information for fif- 
teen hours, displaying coolness, skill 
and remarkable powers of endurance. 
He Is with a Western Battery of Field 
Artillery. Llout. Chown was previ- 
ously recommended for the M.C. He 
Is a son of Dr. H. H. Chown, Dean of 
the Faculty of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba and went overseas 
with the 37th Battery C. F. A. 

Lieut .P. E. Corbett, M.C. 

Lieut. Percy Ellwood Corbett, Arts 
'13, awarded tho Military Cross for 
the following reason: "He was sent 
out on a daylight patron and succeed- 
;d In bombing and driving in an enemy 
post. He made a careful examination 
of the enemy wire and returned with 
most valuable Information"; was 
Rhodes Scholar from McGill In 1915. 
When the C. O. T. C. was re-organlzed 
In 1914, Lieut. Corbett joined it and 
qualified for a commission. He became 
attached to the 73rd Battalion Royal 
Highlanders of Canada when that unit 
was formed, but when it proceeded 
overseas, he remained In Montreal be- 
ing a supernumerary officer. Deter- 
mined 'to get to the front, he paid his 
own passage to England and from there 
joined the 13th Battalion on the fir- 
ing line. He was slightly wounded in 
September, 1916, 

Major J. L. Dashvyood, M.C, 

Major John Lovell Dashwood, assist- 
ant in English at Macdonald College 
previous to enlisting, who was killed in 
action on April 13, had previously been 
awarded the Military Cross for dis- 
playing "gallant and fearless conduct 
while In command of a raiding party. 
The success of the operation was In 
large measure due to his coolness and 
Initiative." The announcement of the 
award was not made until June. 

Liei.t. F. S. Fowler, M.C. 

Lieut. Frank Scott Fowler, Scl. '10, 
awarded th.? Military Cross for organ- 
izing and leading a successful raid 
"during which several enemy dugouts 
wore bombed and casualties inflicted. 
Two prisoners were taken. The oper- 
ation resulted in the securing of most 
valuable Information," lb Rerving with 
a Winnipeg Infantry battalion. Ho 
was born ip that city 'on April 26, 
1888, and after graduating in Mining 
was Instrumentman on the Shawinlgan 
Water ad Power Co's works. Later he 
was a member of Fowler and Young, 
36 Alkins Building, Winnipeg. 

Capt. Otto DeMuth, M.C. 

Captain Otto DeMuth, Med. '15„ sen- 
ior McGill football and hockey play- 
er, won tho Military Cross in July for 
tho following exhibition of gallantry: 
Whilst attending to the wounded un- 
der very heavy fire, his initiative and 
total disregard of danger enabled the 
evacuation of the wounded to be suc- 
cessfully carried eut during a very 
trying period. No personal danger 
seemed too great for him to face In the 
performance of his duties." Capt. De- 
Muth, who was wounded In June for 
the second time, enlisted originally as 
a private in No. 3 Canadian General 
Hospital (McGill). Ho rose to 'the -rank 
of sergeant and when the unit reached 
England was commandeered for ser- 
vice in the Royal Army Medical Corps 
as a lieutenant. He was sent to the 
Mediterranean, there contracted ty- 
phoid and was invalided to England. 
After doing medical work 'there, he 
went to France as M. O. of a brigade 
of Heavy Artillery and was wounded at 
Albert, on the Somme, in September, 
1916. He was invalided to Canada, but 
on his return to England again wont 
to the front. 

Lieut. K.S. Drummond, M.C. 

Lieut Kevin Stewart Drummond, 
past student, awarded • the Military 
Cross for his part in the capture of 
Vlmy Ridge, has been with the 24th 
Battalion since it first was organized in 
Montreal. • He was born In Montreal, 
on May 21, 1890, but at the time of his 
enlistment lived in Midland, Ont. In 
1908 he entered thé Faculty of Applied 
Science and for three years was a 
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member of the student body. Lieut. 
Drummond was home on leave during 
the summer. "Though wounded,", 
reads tho official account of the deed 
for which Lieut. Drummond was de- 
corated, "he successfully led a bomb- 
ing attack on an enemy gun emplace- 
ment." 

Lieut. L. M. Duval, M.C. 

Lieut. Leo Manners Duval, past stud- 
ent, awarded the Military Cross for 
distinguished conduct overseas with 
the Canadian Engineers, was engaged 
in practice as a civil engineer in the 
Canadian West when he enlisted as a 
lieutenant In tho 57th Battalion. He 
went 'overseas with this unit, In Eng- 
land was transferred to the 41st Bat- 
talion, and when this Battalion was in 
turn broken up, went to the Engineers 
with which he has since served. Lieut. 
Duval, who Is the son of R. M. Duval, 
St. John's, Que., aUended the High 
School In that city beforo he entered 
upon a course of study In the Faculty 
of Arts at McGill. After two years In 
that Faculty he entered: Science but 
dropped out after tho session of 1909-

Lieut. E. P. Fethersto^iaugh, M.C. 

Lieut. Edwurtl Phillips Fetherston- 
liaugh, Scl. '99, who was awarded the 
Military Cross In May, was professor 
of Electrical Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba when he enlisted 
with 'the Canadian Engineers as a 
commissioned officer. In November, 
1915, he went to Englund, saw ser- 
vice with a field company of Engin- 
eers attached to the First Canadian 
Division and subsequently was ap- 
pointed assistant engineer at division- 
al headquarters. He organized and 
commanded tho University of Manitoba 
Contingent of the C. O. T. C. before he 
enlisted. Lieut. Fetherstonhaugh is a 
brother of Capt. H. L. Fetherstonhaugh, 
Scl. '09, who also was awarded the 
Military Cross at an earlier date. 

Lieut, G. H. Gilchrist, M.C. 

Lieut. George Hogart Gilchrist, Scl. 
•15, of the Canadian Engineers, award- 
ed 'the Military Cross in August for 
distinguished servico in entering enemy 
mine galleries and capturing dugouts, 
enlisted before' the completion of his 
course In à. machine gun section and 
served In the trenches with the rank 
of corporal for à considerable period 
before receiving a commission in the 
Engineers. He has done fine work 
overseas. Llout. Gilchrist's home is In 
Ottawa. Lieut. Gilchrist was decorated 
for the following exploit:. "After the 
enemy's front line trench had been 
gained he promptly entered the enemy 
mine galleries and rendered them 
harmless, afterwards hunting out traps 
and Investigating and ropalrlng enemy 
dug-outs In the wholo captured area 
with great promptitude and energy."

Lieut. F. C. Hanington, M.C. 

Lieut. Francis Carleton Hanington, 
Sci. '17, of the Canadian Field Ar- 
tillery, awarded the Military Cross in 
Juno, Is the son of Major H. C. Han- 
ington, of the Military Hospitals Com- 
mission, Ottawa. Born at Moncton, 
N.B., February 1, 1894, ho went to Vic- 
toria, B.C., early In life and there at- 
tended school- The session of 1913- 
14 he spent at McGill with First Year 
Science and when war was declared 
Immediately volunteered and did duty 
at the' Forts at Esqulmault, B.C., with 
the Canadian Garrison Artillery. A 
few weeks later he went overseas aa 
a gunner with a Field Artillery Brigade, 



and In that capacity served for an 
extended period In France without suf- 
fering injury. Finally ho wus promoted 
to the commissioned ranks In which 
he has done gallant service. He was 
wounded at Vlmy nidge and at tho 
samp time mentioned in despatches. 
Lieut. Hanington, said the official Lon- 
don Gazette "Was prepurlng a road 
for an advance when the enemy shell- 
ed It heavily, the bomba.-dinent in- 
cluding gas shells. By his coolness 
and determination, he pushed the work 
forward, despite casualties and com- 
pleted the task." 

Capt. R. H. Hardisty, M.C. 

Captain Richard Henry Moore Har- 
dlsty, Arts '99, Med. '03, awarded tho 
Military Cross, is a nephew of the late 
Lady Strathcona, and was mentioned 
In despatches before bèlng decorated. 
At the outbreak of the war Capt. Har- 
dlsty enrolled In the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps, and went overseas with 
No. 6 Canadian Field Ambulance. Ho 
was demonstrator In Clinical Chemis- 
try and in Clinical Medicine l'n tho 
Faculty of Medicine before enlisting, 
and also a member of the Medical 
staff of the Royal Victoria Hospital. 

Lieut. E. R. Hebden, M.C. 

Lieut. Edward Raymond West Hed- 
den, Sci. '16, who was awarded tho 
Military Cross in June, Is ' the sur. 
vlvlng son of E. F. Hebden, manag- 
jng director of the Merchants Bank 
of Canada. He was born In Toronto, 
October 29, 1893, and entered McGill 
In 1911. In the fall of 1915 ho joined 
the 107th Canadian Siege Battery un- 
der Major E. G. M. Cape, D.S.O., 
and has been on the firing line for an 
extended period. In tho words of the 
offiplal announcement, Lieut. Hebdsn 
won the decoration for displaying 
"great courage in carrying forward- 
advanced wires while under heavy 
fire." 

Lt. J. B. L. Heney, M.C. 

Lieut. John Bower Lewis Heney, ' 
Scl. '16, awarded the Military Cross in 
June, Is an Ottawa boy, and the son 
of F. A. Heney, Westboro, Ont He 
was born in Ottawa, June 19, 1894, 
attended Ashbury College, Ottawa, and 
in 1912 entered First Tear Science at 
McGill. He enlisted at Kingston dur- 
ing the summer of 1915, with tho S3rd 
Battery, C.F.A. Lieut. Heney was 
decorated for establishing communi- 
cation under a very heavy fire, and • 
sending back most valuable informa- * 
tlon to his battery. 

Captain J. C. Kemp, M.C. 

Captain James Colin Kemp, Sci. '08, 
who was awarded the Military Cross 
early In June for the part he had 
played in the fighting on the Cana- 
dian front, left Canada as adjutant of 
the 60th Battalion Victoria Rifles, and 
has served In France for upwards of . 
a year without suffering mishap. At 
McGlU he was lecturer in Mechani- 
cal nglneerlng, and adjutant of ,tho 
McGill C.O'.T.C. before ho enlls'ted. 
Cnptaln Kemp was one of the original 
officers of the C.O.T.C. battalion, and 
commanded B Company before be- 
coming adjutant at the camp at Niag- 
ara on the Lake. He received his ear- 
ly military training while attendlngr 
public school In England.

Lieutenant Prank Gordon Pedley, 
Med. '16, of the Royal Army Medical 
Corps., was awarded the Military Cross 
in August .

Pedley was re- 
turned to Canada, at the direction' of 
the War Office, to complete his medi- 
cal studies. Ho secured his degree in 
^Medicine at McGill in 1916. and imme- 
diately re-enlisted In the Royal Army 
Medical Corps with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant.

'15, was awarded the Military Cross 
for re-organizing his men under heavy 
fire and leading them . forward, "set- 
ting a splendid example throughout." 
This incident occurred in a daring 
raid on the enemy's trenches In April, 
resulting In the capture of 18 prison- 
ers and the killing: and wounding -of 
many more. Lieut. Ross was slightly 
wounded,, but was able to return to

Macdonald College at Ste. Anne de 
Bellevue, with all the smaller educa- 
tional institutions throughout the 
country which owe their establish- 
ment to Sir William Macdonald, grew 
out of a happy partnership, as it were, 
formed between Sir William and his 
right-hand man in agricultural edu- 
cation. Dr. James W. Robertson, 
C.M.O. l''or years the Ideas of these 
two men on the subject of education 
for the rural classes had run In par- 
allel. When they became more in. 
timately connected with one another, 
Sir William was ready to work in har- 
mony with Dr. Robertson and back 
him with funds. 

In 1899 Dr. Robertson wished to 
learn whether the country was ripe 
for the acceptance of the theory that 
it was worth while for a farmer to 
use the best seed, and whether the 
Interest of children in agriculture 
could be stimulated. He took from 
his private purse the sum of 3100 
and offered It in prizes to Canadian 
boys and girls who would Bend him 
the largest heads from the most vig- 
orous plants of wheat and oats taken 
from their fathers' farms. The re- 
sponse was remarkable. The letters 
which Dr. Robertson received from 
tho farmers and their boys and girls 
were so suggestive and encouraging 
that the following winter he said, in 
substance, to Sir William: 

"Here is a great chance to do some 
educational work In progressive agri- 
culture; to do something Interesting, 
something attractive, something defi- 
nite, something beneficial to tho whole 
community, something easy, and yet 
with plenty of dfiflculties. Farmers 
and their families may fall to appre- 
ciate the educational advantages of a 
plan or scheme set out in a written 
statement, but here Is something which 
would be so upheld and Instructive to 
boys and girls that they would go on 
with it, and the habits of observation 
and thought nnd study would go on 
with them. I would like you to give 
me $10.000 for prizes to set and keep 
this thing going for three years." 

Sir William gave the money with a 
right good will. For the main com- 
petition tho competitors were requlr. 
to to pick each year by hand tho larg- 
est heads from the most vigorous and 
productive plants in sufficient quanti- 
ty to obtain seed from 'these heads to 
sow a quarter of an acre the follow- 
ing year. The careful records which 
were kept of the number of grains a 
hundred heads, and also of the weight, 
showed that In the three years the 
percentage of Increase on the aver- 
age for the Dominion for sprint? 
wheat was 18 per cent in the number 
of .frrnlns and 28. per cent In the 
weight, while in the oats the flmires 
were 19 and 27 respectively. These 
were the results from several hundred 
s«*ed grain plots operated by. boys and 
girls under eighteen years of age. 

As may be Imagined, the children 
were not the only ones who gained 
from this practical demonstration. 
Their parents and neighbors learned 
the 'lesson also. These contests gavo 
birth to the Canadian Seed Growers' 
Association, organized for the purpose 
of improving the crops of Canada. 

Manual Training. 

.Manual training, the vehicle by 
which agriculture and education were 
to be brought together, was the next 
step. Arguing ttyat an example pro- 
vided in a town is the most effective 
method of stimulating the officials of 
rural schools. Sir William, upon the 
advice of Dr. Robertson, founded 
throughout Canada manual training 
centres at twenty-one places. These 
were attended by 7,000 children and 
cost $3,600 a month for teachers! At 
the end of three years the local au- 
thorities were free to continue the. 
schools or not, as they chose. The 
leaven performed its task. In every 
case the school was taken over and 
others added. In Nova Scotia more 
than a score of school centres of the 
Macdonald type have been built and 
are conducted by means of local funds. 
In Ontario the three Macdonald cen- 
tres have grown to more than two- 
score. 

The next step was the introduction 
into the rural schools of manual 
training, modified for the performance 
of its new duty. In order to make 
manual training effective in the coun- 
try, and of such a nature as to ac- 
complish the desired results, It wus 
essential that It have certain charac- 
teristics. It was desirable that na- 
ture study, elementary biology, and 
elementary agriculture should become 
a part of the curriculum. The two 
leaveners now took two steps. They 
Introduced the leaven of school gar- 
dens and the consolidation of rural 
schools. School gardens were at- 
tached to each of five schools in each 
of five provinces. A trained instruc- 
tor, was put in charge of each group 
of five schools, devoting one day a 
week 'to each school In his circuit, and 
giving Instruction to the teachers as 
well as the children. The gardens 
have been a marked success, not* only 
educationally as manual training, but 
agriculturally. Most useful lessons 
were -learned of the advantages of us- 
ing selected seed, of tho methods of 
protecting crops from Insects and fun- 
gus diseases) and of the rotation of 
crops. 

Sir William founded four consolidat- 
ed schools, one In each of the prov- 
inces of Ontario, New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island. ' 
Tho school work was graded, provi- 
sion was made for classes In manual 
training, household science, and na- 



ture study based on work in school 
/jardens, and waggons were provided 
for the transportation of children. 
[The cost of the schools for the three 
.years was $180,000. This leaven also 
[iccomplished its mission. 

These educational reforms created a 
demand for teachers trained In nature 
study, agriculture, manual training, 
and household science. In order to 
meet this demand. Sir William pro- 
vided at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, at Guelph, two large buildings 
for the residence and training of 
teachers. This school also trained for 
the business of home-making in the 
country, the college having already 
provided for agricultural education. 

/ 

Macdonald Collage. 

The crown of all is Macdonald Col- 
lege, at Ste. Anne de Bellevue. The 
province of Quebec, unlike several of 
the other provinces, has no agricul- 
tural college supported by public 
funds. Sir William supplied the de- 
ficiency with an Institution which 
rounds out the plan of the Macdon- 
|ild Movement.. Intended for training 
|ln agriculture, homo.making, and 
teaching, it is probably the best 
equipped and most advanced Institu- 
tion of Its. kind In the world. It stands 
for the advancement of education, the 
prosecution of research work and the 
dissemination of knowledge, all with 
particular regard to the Interests and 
needs of the population in rural dis- 
tricts. In 1908 Macdonald College was 
handed over to the Board of Govern- 
ors of McGill, with an endowment of 
over $2,000,000. 

Sir William was a director of and a 
large shareholder In the Bank of 
.Montreal and was connected with var- 
ious other institutions. 

Many stories are told of the late 
Chancellor's characteristic modesty, 
and of his keen business Instinct and 
sympathy with all public matters de- 
serving of support. In his living he 
was strictly plain, occupying a house 
which was furnished In the simplest 
old-fashioned way, in which for many 
years his sister was his sole com- 
panion. He gave the strictest atten- 
tion to his business, and it Is said 
that when It was found that opera- 
tives In his factory were In the habit 
of throwing tobacco from the windows 
to confederates below, ho had screens 
placed on tho windows. 

"For many years, while worth $10,- 
000,000, and doing a business that 
yielded a net profit of $750,000 per 
annum," said a writer in the Mont- 
real Star, "he occupied as his private 
office a little bedroom of the old resi- 
dence, 94 Notre Dame Street West. 
This office, about 12, x 12, contained 
not more office furniture than could 
be bought for $50. HIb private desk 
was a deal table worth about $6. The 
old wall paper remained on the wall, 
and the full mark of. a soiled work- 
man's hand was thare for years un- 
disturbed. Ho simply would not re- 
novate or Invest In new furniture. 

"In endorsing choques he had the 
peculiar habit of first folding the 
cheque in three equal parts and then 
wrltlnf his name on the crease. This 
habit ns so welLknowni to bank 
tellers that a cheque without the 
crease would probably have gone 
back under suspicion of being a forg- 
ery. 

"Sir William was a great believer In 
efficiency as he knew it. In his 
benefactions for buildings he always 
saw to it that the engines and boilers 
and all other equipment was the very 
best, regardless of cost. 

"Five years ago, although still worth 
millions he was bo disappointed with 
tho enormous cost of tho Macdonald 
College that he remarked to the writ- 
er; 'I am used up In body, mind and 
estate.* The college was tq nave 
cost $750:000. nnd instead of that it 
ran into St4 500,000. 

"Sir William was laconic In speech. 
'We will wait until the ashes cool,' 
was his reply to a newspaper man's 
query 'as to what he Intended to do 
about replacing the splendid Science 
building destroyed by fire at McGill 
a few years ago. 'Get a copy of the 
last annual . report— you will find In 
it more about Macdonald Colleee than 
T nm able to tell you,' was his an- 
swer to a. prominent Toronto journal- 
ist who went to see him with the ex- 
nectatlon of getting a long intervelw 
about the great Institution at Ste. 
Anno de Bellevue. These brief, stern 
remark's, were characteristic of Sir 
William. 

Business Worth Millions. 

"If in business he had very few con- 
fidants, David Stewart, his financial 
secretary, knew his affairs down to 
the smallest detail. When Mr. Stew- 
art's health compelled his retiring 
four years ago, he seemed to loso in- 
terest In business affairs. In 1904 he 
was offered $6,500,000 for his tobacco 
business. At first he entertained the 
offer, but as It afterwards ' transpired 
It was only to find out who the real 
principals were; and the moment he r 
suspected the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, he 'closed down on the negotia- 
tions, and always spoke reprovingly of 
one -of his most intimate friends, 
through whom the negotiations were 
brought to him. 

He had a secret formula for sweet- 
ening tobacco, and zealously guarded 
the secret known only to himself and 
Mr. Stewart up to the time of the tat- 
ter's death. His tobacco factories In 
the east end-'of the city on Ontario 
street, have wire guards covering the 
windows. Operatives were found to 
be throwing tobacco out of the win- 
dows to confederate friends, and he 
immediately ordered the screens on 
every opening. 

"Sir William was eminently prac- 
tical down to tho smallest detail and 
there was scarcely a man or woman 
living who could work on his feel- 
ings against his judgment. He set up 
a nephew ' In the farming business 
in the Maritime Provinces, paid for 
his farm and stocked It with cattle, 



Implements and seed. When his 
nephew came to him one fall asking 
for money to buy hay for thé winter 
he gave him a silent stare for two 
minutes, then in his deliberate, em- 
phatic way said SELL — THE — 
FARM. That was final, there was no 
appeal from the verdict." 

Sir William was born a Roman 
Catholic, but before he was twenty 
years old, he withdrew from all forms 
of sectarianism, and, although he was 
a strong believer in religion, as he saw 
it, he had very little sympathy for any 
(particular creed. His funfcral was in 
keeping with the simplicity which has 
marked his life. There was no dis- 
play about the event; a number of 
friends and representatives of the Uni- 
versity, and other Institutions gath- 
ered in the millionaire's residence, 
while Sir William Peterson delivered a 
eulogy with a restrained but moving 
eloquence. 

"Many of those present will share 
my doubt as to whether our departed 
friend would have cared To have any- 
one stand forward here to-day," said 
the Principal, "and use vain words 
about him now that he is no more. 
But a request has been made to me 
which I cannot disregard. For the 
long period of 21 years I have been 
his nearest neighbor, and he was 
chancellor of the university through 
whose grounds we are about to bear 
his mortal remains— the university for 
which he did so much, and in which 
his memory will never die. That Is 
fwhy I have consented to break the 
reverent silence which I know he 
would have considered otherwise ap- 
propriate to these last sad rites. 

"Anything that savors of eulogy 
would certainly have been distasteful 
to him, You know how modest and 
retiring he was, with a kind of shy 
diffidence about him that led him al- 
most to shrink from public notice. All 
that was, In most of the relations of 
life, the true Indication of a genuine 
humility. And yet ho had a sort of 
pride about htm, too. Solitude hnd 
made him self-reliant; 1 doubt If there 
over was a man who was less depend- 
ent upon others. His philosophy of 
life 'rendered him absolutely detach- 
ed. Independent and self-contained. 
But with all his aloofness and reserve, 
there was always coupled a certain 
graclousness and geniality. His old- 
fashioned courtesy was largely the 
fruit of that native consideration for 
others which was one of his marked 
characteristics; but he owed it also, I 
think, In large measure, to his birth 
and breeding. He was. a man of old 
descent and high lineage. And though 
there was very Uttle romance or sen- 
timent in his composition, there wore 
times when he could easily be made 
to remember that he was tho surviv- 
ing representative of the chieftains of 
a gallant Scottish clan which formed 
part of tho 'small devoted band' that 
made a last heroic effort by the 
shores of dark Loch Shlell In defence 
of '"'hnrles Stuart. And there at Glen- 
aladale and Glenflnnan what might 
have been his ancestral possessions 
remain to this day. 

A Self- Made Man. 

When death occurs at such a ripe 
old age, and after so much good work 
well done, there Is no call' for tears or 
sorrow and mourning. The occasion 
Is rather one which will prompt the 
members of our Montreal community, 
while marking the flight of time and 
Its significance for each and all of 
us, to ponder for a little the lessons 
of the life which has now been closed 
in death. To most of you our late 
friend was known mainly, I take it, 
aH a successful man of business. He 
belonged to the race of merchant 
princes. He was the architect of his 
own fortunes, nnd the capacity he 
displayed In building up and organiz- 
ing a great business must have been 
little short of genius. And when suc- 
cess had fully crowned his arduous 
efforts, he settled down to use the 
wealth that came to him for the bene- 
fit, of his fellow men. To be of ser- 
vice to" others, on lines of his own 
choosing, was with him a nassion. It 
Inspired all his solitary thinking, all 
his careful planning and farslghted 
calculations. Lontr ago he took a vow 
that he would do things by which his 
fellow citizens would care to remem- 
ber him; and to-day he is remember* 
cd not only In Montreal, but. also in 
the Province of Quebec, and, indeed, 
throughout our wide Dominion. For 
the fulfillment of this view is aeon to- 
day In Macdonald College, In the spa. 
clous site of Macdonald Park, which 
he donated to McGill University, and 
in other most munificent gifts too 
numerous to mention. There was 
something that amounted almost to a 
sort. of religious fervor In tho way he 
went about his great benefactions. 

"I remember being struck to find 
how carefully he had marked— as was 
his habit in almost everything he rend 
—certain words of Bishop Lightfoot's 
as quoted In a copy he once lent me 
of the Handbook of. Girard College: 
'The holy season extends all the year 
round, the temple confined only by 
the limits of the habitable world, a 
priesthood co-extenslve with the hu- 
man race.' Those words he must have 
taken as the confession of his faith; 
he certainly believed that tho best 
way of glorifying God was to do one's 
utmost for one's fellow men. 

"Though his range was naturally 
somewhat limited, he was' sincerely 
fond of good poetry, and in his young- 
er days he had learned many things by 
heart. Finding him lately In great 
weakness — though his mind was evi- 
dently as clear as It has always been 
throughout his long Illness — I remind- 
ed him that perhaps he could derive 
some comfort by repeating to himself 
Pope's Universal Prayer, which I 
knew he could by heart; and It was 
supremely touching to hear his voice, 
strong even In his weakness, at once 
and without a moment's pause, take 
•'P the. well-known invocation: — 
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'Father of all In every age 
In every clime adore.' 
There has always been some specu- 
lation as to the exact form and degree 
of his religious faith. It is true that 
as a result of his 'obstinate question- 
ing' he had parted with many of the 
conventional beliefs of orthodox Chris- 
tianity. But speaking for myself, I 
cherish the conviction that when the 
record is made up it will be found 
that the name of William C. Macdon- 
ald has not on that account been blot- 
ted from the Book of Life."

Sir William's Bequeita. 

Following Sir William's address the 
remains were removed to the hearse, 
behind which followed several hun- 
dred admirers of the deceased. As 
the cortege entered the University 
grounds at the Sherbrooke street en- 
trance, the members of the Siege Ar- 
tillery draft, McGill University, were 
found to bo drawn up at. attention on 
either side of the avenue. It then 
proceeded to Mount Royal Cemetery, 
where ( the remains were cremated. 

Floral tokens included tribute I from 
McGill University, the Students' So- 
ciety, the Montreal General Hospital, 
the Maternity Hospital, Sir William 
and Lady Peterson, J. C. Holden, Dr. 
and Mrs. J. Stirling and others. 

Under the will of the late Sir Wil- 
liam, which was made in notarial form 
before Mr. D. M. Rowat, on the 25th 
August, 1914, tho following bequests 
were made to public Institutions:

Subject to the above bequests and 
to provisions for the office staff, do- 
mestics and others, the deceased be- 
queathed the remainder of his estate 
to Mr. Thomas Howard Stewart and 



Mr. Walter M. Stewart, who, with 
their father, Mr. David Stewart, war* 
lassoclated with him in the conduct of 
Ills business us a tobacco manufac- 
turer. 

In addition private bequests were 
made to Sir William Peterson and 
Walter Vaughan, M.A., both to the 
extent of $25,000. 

Board of Governors. 

At a meeting of the Board of Gov- 
ernors the following resolution was 
passed: 

"In recording the death of Sir Wil- 
liam C. Macdonald, Chancellor of the 
University, which took place on Satur- 
day, June 9th, the board resolves to 
enter In Its minutes an expression of 
deep thankfulness for all he did to 
promote the development of the uni- 
versity. Without Sir William Macdon- 
ald McGill would not have been what 
It is to-day. Joining the board .in 
May, 1883, his tenure of office as gov- 
ernor was marked by an almost con- 
tinuous series of benefactions which 
enablèd the university, especially In 
the practical departments of its work, 
to keep well abreast of loading Institu- 
tions elsewhere. To him la due tho 
high place which tho Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science won for itself, not long 
after Its organization under the late 
Dean Bovey, among the schools of en- 
gineering on the American Continent; 
for It was ho who provided It with 
both buildings and endowment. With- 
out his generous help the reorganization 
of tho Faculty of Law would have 
been difficult, if not Impossible. And 
the gift of the Students' Union, as well 
as the wise and far-sighted purchase 
of the site for student residences on 
Pine Avenue, Tvill remind all the 
friends of the university that In cher- 
ishing the interests of academic 
training, he was not forgetful of the 
social needs of tho student body. 

"But Sir William Macdonald's great- 
est benefaction was undoubtedly the 
erection, equipment and endowment of 
Macdonald College. The provision by 
which in his will he has added anoth- 
er million dollars to the endowment 
fund of the college is most gratefully 
acknowledged, as also are his gener- 
ous bequests to the Faculty of Medi- 
cine, the Conservatorlum of Music and 
the Faculty of Law. By these and 
other great benefactions the memory 
of the late Chancellor will continue to 
live. 

"His death, though it came at the 
end of a long life and after a pro- 
tracted illness, has impressed on the 
members of the board a sense of per- 
sonal loss. As a colleague, the late Sir 
William Macdonald was ever helpful, - 
especially in times of difficulty and , 
stress. His devotion to the interests of 
McGill was one of the most marked 
features of his ' life and conversation. 
Now that he is gone, his colleagues 
unite in the sincere expression of re- 
gret that they can no longer rely"'on 
his wise counsel, his great business ex- 
perience and his generous co-opera- 
tion. He enriched the university while 
alive, but It is all the poorer for his 
death." — H. R. MORGAN, B.A. 



BISHOP'S MAN REWARDED.
